TG murder 

suspect 

freed

P ersuaded by evidence that she 
may have acted in self-defense, 
the San Francisco District Attor¬ 
ney’s office has thrown out homicide 
charges against Santianna “Cindy” 
Flagler, the transgender woman who 
allegedly fatally stabbed her 
boyfriend, Michael Neal. 

“Just as important as it is for us to 
prosecute guilty people, it’s equally im¬ 
portant for us not to prosecute those 
who acted in 
self-defense,” As¬ 
sistant District 
Attorney Jim 
Hammer told 
the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter this week. 

Hammer 
cautioned that 
the investigation 
is continuing 

and if evidence _ 

surfaces that 

would prove that Flagler did not act in 
self-defense, he is prepared to file 
homicide charges. Hammer explained 
that if a defendant claims self-defense, 
the burden is on the prosecution to 
prove that the killing was not commit¬ 
ted in self-defense. 

Two witnesses to the April 9 stab¬ 
bing told the B.A.R. that Flagler acted 
to protect herself from Neal after he al¬ 
legedly attacked her in the hallway of 
the CW Hotel on Folsom Street where

AIDS researchers 
find themselves 
under a microscope

R esearch on health issues impacting the 
LGBT community has become the lat¬ 
est target of conservatives in Congress, 
according to medical professionals 
from across the country. 

After years of attacking HIV prevention 
efforts, these policymakers are now turning 
up the heat on researchers studying sex 
workers, gays, lesbians, and transgenders, 
numerous doctors have reported. 

In order to escape what the scientists call 
heightened scrutiny of their research they are 
being told to censor language that refers to 
LGBT health or sexual practices in their 
grants for funding from the National Insti¬ 
tutes of Health and the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. 

In addition, the scientists report they are 


Rick Santorum vies to 
succeed Helms as most 
homophobic senator

P ennsylvania Sen¬ 
ator Rick Santo¬ 
rum, the third 
ranking Republican in 
that body, generated a 
firestorm of criticism 
with comments he 
made comparing gay 
rights to incest. The 
Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign this week called 
for him to step down 
from his leadership 
position. 

An April 21 article 
by the Associated 
Press said Santorum 
believes that “homo¬ 
sexuality, feminism, 
liberalism all under¬ 
mine the family. Even parts of the Constitu¬ 
tion can harm the family.” 

Buried within and largely ignored by the 
first round of media coverage was the fact that 
Santorum does not believe in the broader 
concept of individual privacy. 

“If the Supreme Court says that you have 
the right to consensual (gay) sex within your 
home, then you have the right to bigamy, you 
have the right to polygamy, you have the right 
to incest, you have the right to adultery. You 
have the right to anything,” the Pennsylvania 
lawmaker said in the recent interview, fuming 
over a landmark gay rights case before the 
high court that pits a Texas sodomy law 
against equality and privacy rights. 

“All of those things are antithetical to a

healthy, stable, traditional 
family,” Santorum said. 
“And that’s sort of where we 
are in today’s world, unfor¬ 
tunately. It all comes from, I 
would argue, this right to 
privacy that doesn’t exist, in 
my opinion, in the United 
States Constitution.” 

Santorum’s press spokes¬ 
woman, Erica Clayton 
Wright, later sought to clar¬ 
ify by saying that the senator 
had no problem with gay re¬ 
lationships, he was “speak¬ 
ing about the right to priva¬ 
cy within the context of the 
Supreme Court case.” He 
did not want to elevate gay 
sex to the level of a constitu¬ 
tional right. 

_ Winnie Stachelberg, 

HRC’s political director, 
said that Santorum’s comments “are deeply 
hurtful and play on deep-seated fears that fly 
in the face of scientific evidence, common 
sense, and basic decency. Clearly there is no 
compassion in his conservatism.” 

HRC spokesman David Smith dismissed 
Wright’s clarification that Santorum has no 
problem with gay people. 

“It’s analogous to saying, T have no prob¬ 
lem with Jewish people or black people, I just 
don’t think they should be equal under the 
law,”’ Smith said. 

“There is nothing conservative about al¬ 
lowing law enforcement officials to enter the 
home of any American and arrest them for 
simply being gay,” said Log Cabin Republican 
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being told by project officers overseeing their 
proposals to eliminate sensitive terms from 
the titles and abstracts of their studies. 

The end result, these doctors said, is that 
their work will become nearly impossible for 
health providers who work with LGBT pa¬ 
tients to access. They also contend the in¬ 
creased attention could have a chilling effect 
on future research, with scientists opting not 
to pursue studies concerning LGBT health 
issues so as not to subject themselves to the 
scrutiny from Washington officials. 

“According to our sources, e-mails to the 
National Institutes of Health and the Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and Prevention are 
being screened for sensitive keywords such 
as ‘commercial sex workers,’ ‘needle ex¬ 
change,’ ‘men having sex with men,’ ‘prosti¬ 
tutes,’ ‘transgender,’ and ‘harm reduction,’ 
and some program staff have been repri¬ 
manded for ‘inappropriate language.’ In ad¬ 
dition titles and abstracts of NIH grants are 
being screened for similar key words,” Dr. 
Kenneth Haller, president of the Gay and 
Lesbian Medical Association, said this week. 

Haller said over the past month re¬ 
searchers in Baltimore, Chicago, New York, 
and San Francisco have reported being sin¬ 
gled out by congressional members and offi¬ 
cials at the Department of Health and Human 
Services for their work in LGBT health. 

A top researcher at the University of Cal¬ 
ifornia at San Francisco, who spoke to the 
Bay Area Reporter on condition of anonymi¬ 
ty, said the political pressures on researchers 
are already having a negative toll. 

“I have had junior scientists ask me 
‘Should I be doing something else? Should I 
not be doing AIDS research? Should I not be 
doing research with these populations?’ The 
effect can only be described as a chilling ef¬ 
fect,” said the researcher. “If young people 
who are concerned about their careers are 
discouraged about coming into the field, it is 
not a good thing.” 

According to Haller, much of the driving 
force behind these inquiries lies outside the 
federal agencies.

Assembly passes 
gender protections bill 

Equality - soon to be Equality 
California. “This bill simply cod¬ 
ifies the already established fact 
that every Californian has the 
basic right to a job and housing 
regardless of gender identity or 
expression.” 

AB196 is Leno’s re-introduc¬ 
tion of last year’s AB1649, by As¬ 
semblywoman Jackie Goldberg 
(D-Los Angeles). Goldberg’s bill 
died in the Senate before it was 
heard. 

In general, said Leno’s office, 
the bill has a lot more support 
this time around, including key 
endorsements by more than 50 
employment, labor, and housing 
group. 

Leno said that he is confident 
the bill will pass through the 
Senate and reach the governor’s 
desk. 

“I can honestly report that my 
colleagues recognize that this an 
important civil rights bill,” Leno 
told the Bay Area Reporter. “And 
with as many Latino/a, African 
American, and Asian American 
members in our Democratic cau¬ 
cus as we have, I feel a real con¬ 
nection that they understand this 
is part of a larger issue.” 

Whether Governor Gray Davis 
will sign AB196 is another story; 
Davis has not indicated his posi¬ 
tion on the bill, said Leno.

landmark bilf that codifies 
I I the prohibition of discrim¬ 
ination in housing and 
employment on the basis of gen¬ 
der stereotyping may well be on 
its way to becoming law. AB196, 
by Assemblyman Mark Leno (D- 
San Francisco) passed the full As¬ 
sembly on Monday, April 21 with 
a vote of 42-34-4. All the yes votes 
were from Democrats, while the 
no votes included 31 Republicans 
and three Democrats: Assembly- 
members Lou Correa (Santa 
Ana), Nicole Parra (Hanford), 
and Sarah Reyes (Fresno). The 
bill now heads to the Senate for 
committee hearings. 

AB196 protects people from 
discrimination on the basis of 
their real or perceived gender 
identity. Gender discrimination 
occurs when a person is treated 
unfairly because the individual 
looks or acts differently from 
what an employer or landlord 
considers “normal” for a particu¬ 
lar gender. A “too butch” woman, 
a “sissy” guy, or a transgender 
person all may face judgments 
about their suitability for work 
and shelter based on their pre¬ 
sentation and expression. 

The bill is estimated to have 
little to no fiscal impact on the 
state’s budget, because the state’s 
Department of Fair Employment 
and Housing already investigates

cases of gender-based discrimi¬ 
nation under existing sex dis¬ 
crimination laws. The language 
of the bill, according to Leno’s of¬ 
fice, simply clarifies what is al¬ 
ready illegal. 

“No one should have to face 
discrimination or harassment be¬ 
cause of gender-related charac¬ 
teristics that have nothing to do 
with their qualifications as a ten¬ 
ant or employee,” said Geoff 
Kors, executive director of Cali¬ 
fornia Alliance for Pride and

CDC puts prevention 
focus on HIV-positives 


by Matthew S. BajUo 

fter the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention an- 
, nounced last week a new set 

of priorities for stemming the 

spread of HlV/many mainstream 
media outlets focused on the 
agency’s move to test all pregnant 
women for the virus. 

While the issue of prenatal 
HIV tests is still controversial 
among AIDS advocacy groups, 
and Governor Gray Davis vetoed 
a bill last year that would have re¬ 
quired doctors throughout the 
state to test expectant mothers, 
another initiative announced by 
the CDC is sure to become em¬ 
broiled in controversy and has far- 
reaching implications for the gay 
community. 

The initiative sounds simple 
enough: working with people di¬ 
agnosed with HIV and their part¬ 
ners. But how the government in¬ 
tends to implement the initiative 
is already sparking concern 
among HIV prevention officials. 

The same day the CDC was an¬ 
nouncing its new initiatives, fed¬ 
eral health officials conducted a 
private phone conference with 
AIDS prevention groups to ex¬ 
plain how the agency intended to 
carry it out. According to an ac¬ 
count in the Los Angeles Times , the 
government plans to shift nearly 
$90 million away from existing 
programs aimed at keeping peo¬ 
ple HIV-negative toward initia¬ 
tives that offer HIV testing and 
counseling to infected people. 

The change in policy means 
“There ain’t going to be any more 
safe-sex workshops,” Terje Ander¬ 
son, executive director of the Na¬ 
tional Association of People with 
AIDS, told the Times. 

Anderson, who listened to the 
call from Dr. Rob Janssen, direc¬ 
tor of HIV prevention at the 
CDC, said, “There ain’t going to 
be any more public attitude cam¬ 
paigns around this.” 

How this new policy will play 
out, especially in San Francisco, 
remains to be seen. The San Fran¬ 
cisco AIDS Foundation assailed 
the new plan for failing to advance 
a comprehensive approach to HIV 


prevention. 

Foundation officials also said 
they are disappointed that the 
CDC is de-emphasizing and re¬ 
ducing the funds available for pre¬ 
vention programs aimed at those 

who are not HIV-infected. Under 
the new initiative, community- 
based organizations that are di¬ 
rectly funded by the CDC will 
have to conduct programs from a 
list of specified activities related to 
the initiative. 

Some activities currently fund¬ 
ed by the CDC, such as social 
marketing campaigns and work¬ 
shops focused on risk reduction 
among those who are not infect¬ 
ed, will be excluded from the list 
of activities, according to the 
foundation. 

“While we strongly support ef¬ 
forts to target HIV-positive, peo¬ 
ple, we must not turn our back on 
other programs that we know are 
crucial to minimizing HIV infec¬ 
tions in our communities,” said 


Fred Dillon, the foundation’s di¬ 
rector of policy and communica¬ 
tions. “Comprehensive sexual 
health education, including infor¬ 
mation on the correct and consis¬ 
tent use of condoms among those 

who are sexually active, and risk 

reduction education for those at 
risk remains crucial.” 

The attention to HIV-positives 
is also a relatively new approach in 
prevention efforts. While the Stop 
AIDS Project has been participat¬ 
ing for several years in a demon¬ 
stration project funded by the fed¬ 
eral government, the agency had 
been told funding for its Positive 
Force program would run out at 
the end of this year. 

David Evans, Stop AIDS pro¬ 
gram director, said it is unclear if 
the program will be funded under 
the new initiative. And he said 
there is a concern among AIDS 
agencies the new initiatives are a 
covert way of attacking the pre¬

Defense lawyers 
deny confessions in 
Salinas murder case

wo defense attorneys are 
denying reports that their 
respective clients confessed 
to the alleged murder of a bisexu¬ 
al man in Monterey County. 

A police affidavit released last 
week noted that Jeanne Soja, 29, 
and her boyfriend, Dominque 
England, 23, confessed to partici¬ 
pating in the murder of Robert 
Maricle, 30. 

“She did not confess to any 
participation,” attorney Tom Wor¬ 
thington told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter this week. “The evidence 
will show that.” 

Worthington acknowledged 
that Soja was with England and 
the third suspect, Daymon 
Schrock, 20, during “a dispute” the 
men had with Maricle in her 
apartment. When asked when 
Soja first learned when Maricle 
had been killed, Worthington said 
that was among the questions he 
couldn’t answer at this time. 

Maricle was reported missing 
four months ago. His body was 
discovered in an undisclosed loca¬ 
tion in a rural area of northern 
Monterey County two weeks ago. 

All three suspects were charged 
with murder and have pleaded not

guilty. The date for a preliminary 
hearing is expected to be set this 
week. 

England’s attorney, Bud Lan- 
dreth, also told the B.A.R. that his 
client did not confess and that 
many of the statements by police 
in their reports on the case were 
“totally unfounded.” Landreth 
added that he was very limited to 
what he could say because the 
judge asked the attorneys involved 
to avoid publicly discussing the 
case. 

Just after the trio’s arrest, Sali¬ 
nas Police said that Maricle’s sex¬ 
ual orientation was one of the 
motivations for the crime. But 
prosecutors declined to charge 
any of the suspects with a hate 
crime because they said there was¬ 
n’t enough evidence to prove that 
charge. Police also said that the 
suspects were guilty of torture and 
kidnapping but the prosecution 
has only charged the three defen¬ 
dants with murder. 

A memorial service was held 
for Maricle last weekend in Sali¬ 
nas. According to his published 
obituary, Maricle is survived by a 
son who lives in Missouri. His 
parents and brother are from 
Monterey County. His father, 
Jerry Maricle, is a retired Salinas 
homicide detective. 

Police said that Maricle met 
England, Soja, and Schrock while 
visiting a friend who lived in the 


same Salinas apartment building. 
According to police reports, Eng¬ 
land and Schrock said they gave 
Maricle a ride on the day he dis¬ 
appeared but the men gave differ¬ 
ent locations when they were 
asked where they left Maricle. 

Police have alleged that 
Schrock was a member of a white 
supremacist gang and that Eng¬ 
land may also have had an associ¬ 
ation with the gang. Worthington 
said that the only evidence police 
have of a hate crime is that alleged 
gang connection. 

Longtime bisexual activist and 
author Lani Ka’ahumanu called 
the alleged kidnapping, torture, 
and murder of Maricle “shock¬ 
ing,” but said such violent acts 
against bisexuals are not uncom¬ 
mon. 

“As shocking to me are the sta¬ 
tistics on bi hate^ crimes from 
Community United Against Vio¬ 
lence and the National Coalition 
of Anti-Violence Programs,” 
Ka’ahumanu stated in an e-mail to 
the B.A.R. “There were 57 violent 
hate incidents reported in the Bay 
Area that targeted bisexuals in 
2002. That number compared to 
17 in 2001 is more than a little dis¬ 
turbing. The NCAVP numbers re¬ 
port 72 for 2000 and 2001. My 
sense is that these numbers are 
low since many bisexuals don’t re¬ 
port incidents because they don’t 
know they can.” ▼

The forum will also feature 
Kara Speltz, a lesbian activist 
with Soulforce and the interna¬ 
tional Christian Peacemakers 
Team, who, as the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter reported earlier this 


month, recently returned from 
Iraq; Deeg Gold, a longtime an¬ 
tiwar activist and member of 
Lesbian and Gay Insurrection; 
Castro peace vigil organizer Vic¬ 
tor Valdiviezo of Latinos Contra 
La Guerra; and Stephen McNeil 
of the American Friends Service 
Committee. Following the pre¬ 
sentations there will be an open 
dialogue with audience partici¬ 
pation. 

In addition to Out Against the 
War - a coalition of Bay Area les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, and transgen¬ 
der groups and individuals op¬ 
posed to war - forum endorsers 
include Global Exchange, LAGAI, 
QUIT, Community United 
Against Violence, the Harvey Milk 
LGBT Democratic Club, and Bay 
Area United Against War.

San Francisco’s Loren Javier, 
one of two full-time staffers in 
GLAAD’s San Francisco office, 
will serve the program as a con¬ 
sultant. In order to streamline its 
resources, GLAAD will close its 
San Francisco office on or around 
May 10; Javier, choosing to stay in 
the Bay Area rather than move to 
L.A., will continue his nine years’ 
worth of outreach to communi¬ 
ties of color from a contract posi¬ 
tion. 


L.A.’s Taher began her new du¬ 
ties on April 14. She is excited, she 
said, to build bridges across vari¬ 
ous cultures and to make GLAAD 
a more effective organization. 

“One of the things that the 
POC Media Program intends to 
do is to get the LGBT press to in¬ 
crease its POC coverage,” said 
Taher. “The gay press is going to 
cover LGBT issues, but how many 
of those articles pertain to people 
of color?” 

Likewise, said Taher, ensuring 
fair and accurate inclusion of 
LGBT people in the newspapers 
that are Asian or Spanish language 
specific, for instance, is a task that 
requires not only education but 
translation - sometimes when 
there is no direct corresponding 
word for someone’s American 
identity. 

For GLAAD, such outreach 
will take many forms. For the first 
time it will be taking an active role 
in not just following - but moni¬ 
toring - LGBT press coverage. 

Race and culture barriers con¬ 
tinually rear their heads in the 
queer press, often not by what is 
said, but assumed. For instance, 
the notion that communities of 
color are more homophobic than 
white communities is a misnomer, 
said Taher, that furthers an un¬ 
necessary divide. The Latino ex¬ 
pression known as machismo, for 
instance, is translated into English 
as a negative “macho” ideal, which

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Santorum’s slip-up 


I ennsylvania Senator Rick Santorum, a 
darling of the Christian right and the 
third-ranking Republican in his party’s 
Senate leadership, stuck his foot in his mouth 
this week when he gave a lengthy interview to 
the Associated Press and railed against the 
Texas sodomy law case that is now being re¬ 
viewed by the Supreme Court. In comments 
that have been reported widely, Santorum 
equated homosexuality with bigamy, 
polygamy, and incest. With his homophobic 
remarks, Santorum has written the latest 
chapter in the rift between gays and Republi¬ 
cans, and his words show why it’ll be a long 
time before we achieve equal standing with 
other minority groups. By Wednesday after¬ 
noon, Santorum showed no evidence that he 
will apologize for his hateful, divisive com¬ 
ments. “I can’t deny that I said it, and I can’t 
deny that’s how I feel,” Santorum said when 
given a chance to “clarify” his comments. 

“I have no problem with homosexuality 

- I have a problem with homosexual acts,” 
he said during the April 7 interview. Then 
he addressed the Texas sodomy case: “If the 
Supreme Court says that you have the right 
to consensual (gay) sex within your home, 
then you have the right to bigamy, you have 
the right to polygamy, you have the right to 
incest, you have the right to adultery. You 
have the right to anything.” 

What’s telling about this statement is that 
Santorum is not talking about a. policy issue 

- he’s talking about what we do in the priva¬ 
cy of our own bedrooms as consenting 
adults. He thinks consensual sex by same-sex 
couples should be illegal; that he compares 
gay sex to incest is repugnant. Santorum’s 
statement is a stunning leap in reasoning. 

Santorum’s comments are reminiscent of 
those made by other Republican lawmakers 
over the years. Who can forget former Con¬ 
gressman Dick Armey calling gay Congress¬ 
man Barney Frank “Barney Fag,” and that Sen¬ 
ator Trent Lott likened gays to kleptomaniacs. 

Not surprisingly, a range of gay rights 

groups including the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign, LLEGO (the national Latino LGBT 
organization), the Log Cabin Republicans, 
and the Gay and Lesbian Medical Associa¬ 
tion, have condemned Santorum’s com¬ 
ments. Gay lawmakers and gay-friendly De¬ 


mocrats have also been critical, particularly 
those Democrats running for president who 
are seeking support from the LGBT com¬ 
munity. Former Vermont Governor Howard 
Dean, who has made equality for all 
a cornerstone of his campaign, was 
most eloquent. “That a leader of 
tlje Republican Party would , 
make such insensitive and divi¬ 
sive comments - comments that 
are derogatory and meant to harm 
an entire group of Americans, their 
friends, and their families - is not only 
outrageous, but deeply offen¬ 
sive,” Dean stated. 

Two of Dean’s rivals for the 
Democratic presidential nomi¬ 
nation, Massachusetts Senator John Kerry 
and North Carolina Senator John Edwards, 
also spoke out against Santorum’s comments. 

Despite the public outcry from critics, 
Santorum is unlikely to be removed from 
his leadership post the way Senator Lott was 
shown the door last year after his remarks 
praising the segregationist past of then-Sen- 


ator Strom Thurmond. After all, in many re¬ 
spects, the LGBT community is still the 
brunt of hatred, off-color jokes, and vitriol 
from most Republicans, especially those 
aligned with the Christian right. We would 
argue that Santorum knew exactly what 
he was saying when he gave that in¬ 
terview, and the motivation behind 
the comments was probably to shore 
up support among the conservative 
base. Notably, President Bush has been 
silent on the issue, which proves to us 
again that his talk of “compassion¬ 
ate conservatism” is just hot 
air. Bush was instrumental in 
the Senate’s decision to remove 
Lott from leadership last year 
so that the administration could curry favor 
with African Americans. We do not see that 
happening in this case - claims of the Log 
Cabin Republicans to the contrary notwith¬ 
standing - there is no evidence that the na¬ 
tional Republican leadership has any inter¬ 
est in developing a positive relationship 
with gays. T 




LGBT center co-chairs respond

e, the co-chairs of the board of di¬ 
rectors of the LGBT Community 
Center, are writing to correct cer¬ 
tain exaggerations and inaccuracies in Joe 
Dignan’s story entitled “Fiscal woes engulf 
LGBT center.” 

We acknowledge that the center has fi¬ 
nancial challenges, as do all nonprofits in this 
economy, but the B.A.R. has blown those 
challenges out of proportion and has focused 
on them to the exclusion of the positive things 
that the center has achieved. The center has 
been a success both in the thousands of peo¬ 
ple who use it every week and the nearly 400 
activities and programs that occur there every 
month. We question why the B.A.R. would 
run an article that focuses exclusively on the 
center’s financial challenges, that ignores the 
proactive and fiscally responsible steps that 
we have taken to ensure the center’s health 
and stability, and that ignores the center’s 
achievements as a new organization. 

The center is a new organization. It is 
one-year-old and opened in the worst eco¬ 
nomic downturn in decades. Like any new 
organization in a bad economy, we are not 
flush with cash. All fundraising - even for es¬ 
tablished nonprofits - is down. We certainly 
have raised money - and we thank our 
donors - but we have not raised as much as 
we anticipated. This should surprise no one 
and should not have been surprising to the 
B.A.R. But, despite the challenges of a start¬ 
up nonprofit opening in a terrible economy, 
the center has responded with creativity, 
sound management, and proactivity to keep 
the organization stable and healthy. 

Late last year, we recognized that we 
would need to adjust our budget. We also 


recognized that based on our experience 
since opening, we needed to shift staff re¬ 
sources so that we could maximize our abil¬ 
ity to respond to the community’s needs. We 
engaged in conservative fiscal management 
by reducing the size of our budget and by 
spending our resources in areas that would 
have the greatest community impact. Our 
fiscal management has been sound. We now 
have a smaller and leaner budget in place 
that is sustainable in the short run and that 
will provide us with a stable foundation 
on which to build going forward. 

The center has a broad mission, 
and fulfilling that mission requires 
consistent support from the com¬ 
munity. The board and staff cannot 
do this alone. The center generates 
revenue from room rentals and of¬ 
fice leases, but much of our 
funding must come from 
fundraising - that was al¬ 
ways our expectation and 
plan. The center needs every member of the 
community to become a member of the cen¬ 
ter at a level meaningful for that person. Peo¬ 
ple can contribute to the center through our 
Web site (www.sfcenter.org) or by picking up 
a pledge envelope at the center. We are in a 
transition, but we will get through it with the 
dedication and unending work of our board, 
staff, and volunteers. 

Once we hire a new executive director - 
we have a number of stellar candidates - we 
will be in an even stronger position to take 
this organization to the next level. 

Because of length limitations, we do not 
have enough space to respond fully to the 
many inaccuracies contained in the B.A.R. 
article. However, we will briefly correct a few 
of the most egregious errors. First, our bank 
has agreed to extend our balloon payment 
for another year. The B.A.R .’s reporting to 


the contrary was inaccurate. 

Second, the B.A.R.'s reporting of our bank 
debt fails to mention that two thirds of it was 
incurred to complete construction and had 
nothing to do with funding operations or 
spending “lavishly” on salaries. The center is 
meeting its debt obligations and will pay down 
the debt over time. We have hot borrowed a 
dime in six months, and this speaks volumes 
about our prudent financial management. 

Third, the B.A.R. reported that we had laid 
off numerous staff or “forced” them to resign. 
This is an exaggeration. We have laid off a few 
employees, as part of our reorganization, but 
we also have hired for certain posi- 
tions and promoted some em- 
N ployees. Moreover, several em¬ 
ployees left of their own accord. It 
was inaccurate for the B.A.R. to 
report that all had either 
been fired or laid off. 

Fourth, the B.A.R. re¬ 
ported that the center had 
incurred $24,000 in telephone costs. How¬ 
ever, the B.A.R. neglected to mention that 
the lion’s share of these costs was for pur¬ 
chase and installation of an extensive tele¬ 
phone system for our 40,000 square foot 
building before we opened. We have not in¬ 
curred $24,000 in phone bills. 

Finally, the B.A.R. criticizes the center for 
not providing its most recent audited finan¬ 
cial statements. The B.A.R. has demanded that 
we allow its reporters to sit down at a com¬ 
puter with our internal accounting system, in¬ 
cluding detailed salary information about spe¬ 
cific employees. We have declined that request 
and have been clear with the B.A.R. that, as we 
always have done, we will provide audited fi¬ 
nancial data as it becomes available. 

We hope that, going forward, the B.A.R.' s' 
coverage of the center will be more accurate 
and balanced. T 
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Center deserves support 

While the B.A.R. typically does a fantastic job of. 
reporting and is a wonderful community resource, I 
think the piece on the center is too negative and not 
fair to all the people that are working so hard to make 
the center a viable part of the community [“Fiscal 
woes engulf LGBT center,” April 17]. For years the 
GLBT community has needed a place besides the bars 
to congregate, celebrate our history, create and show 
art, party, and be ourselves. We finally have it in the 
center, and while things there aren’t perfect, it de¬ 
serves the community’s support and fair reporting by 
the media recognizing the importance of this place in 
the world. I really hope the B.A.R. notes more of the 
positive things about the center in the future, how 
important it is to the community, and takes an active 
role in letting people know about all the good things 
that go on there.

Bathhouse story provided context 

I want to commend you for your report about our 
scientific paper recently published in Journal of Ac¬ 
quired Immune Deficiency Syndrome [“Study calls into 
question SF’s gay bathhouse prohibition,” April10]. 
Matthew S. Bajko’s article did a good job describing 
the study results, as well as placing it in the context of 
our community. 

Readers who may never read the study in JAIDS 
should be aware that the results presented from the 
study do not address either the civil liberties or drug 
risk concerns raised by Mr. Carrazza and Mr. Wilson, 
respectively. Perhaps more importantly, readers 
should know that Dr. Klausner’s interpretation of the 
results is problematic. That interpretation requires 
over-interpreting a single statistic with very serious 
limitations (due to the unfortunate wording of the 
survey question that the statistic is based on), while 
at the same time ignoring the results of three other 
more reliable statistics that show no city differences. 
Nevertheless, the San Francisco policy appears to do 
no harm, i.e., nothing in the data suggested that the 
policy created higher-risk behavior among San Fran¬ 
cisco men compared to men in other cities. 

So the overall message from the study should be 
that the San Francisco policy, if it does anything at all, 
merely pushed risk behavior someplace else. 

If the.policy has any real harm, it appears to be that 
it keeps us engaged in this infernal debate, distracting 
us from efforts to develop trust, collaborations, and 
programs that might actually make a difference in re¬ 
ducing high-risk behavior and HIV transmission. 
Thus, the meeting between club managers and health 
officials, as reported in the April 3 issue of the B.A.R. 
]“CA health officials enlist help of gay sex club owners”], 
is a welcome example of the more useful direction our 
efforts should take.

Syphilis campaign goes on 

In the April 17 B.A.R., there was a letter from 
Randy Alfred “DPH should dump cartoon ads” re¬ 
garding the miscalculation of the percent increase in 
the syphilis awareness advertisement of March 27, 
2003, and the Healthy Penis campaign. The correct 


number of early syphilis cases in 1999 was 44 and in 
2002 was 491. This represents a 1,016% increase. We 
appreciate the identification of the error and are 
pleased that readers paid close attention to the adver¬ 
tisement. It is also important when reviewing statistics 
regarding syphilis the difference between “early cases” 
(cases of less than one year duration) and “total cases” 
(the sum of early cases and cases of more than one 
year duration). 

The Healthy Penis campaign was designed to in¬ 
crease community awareness of the syphilis epidem¬ 
ic, improve knowledge about syphilis and promote 
syphilis testing. From street and clinic-based surveys, 
we know that 72 percent of gay men have seen the 
campaign compared with other SFDPH campaigns 
like Save Your Ass (28 percent) and Spring Cleaning (7 
percent). This truly remarkable community penetra¬ 
tion we believe is a result of the type and character of 
the advertising. In addition, persons who saw the 
' campaign were more likely to know about the syphilis 
epidemic, modes of syphilis transmission, syphilis 
symptoms, and have been recently tested for syphilis. 
Those at highest risk for syphilis were the most likely 
to have been recently tested. 

It is often difficult in public health awareness and 
educational efforts to see measurable and important 
outcomes at the population level. We are encouraged 
by these recent findings and plan to continue the cam¬ 
paign as long as it continues to remain effective at in¬ 
creasing syphilis awareness and education and is as¬ 
sociated with increases in syphilis testing. 

We are concerned about the continued 
I increases in syphilis and encourage further 
community discussion about syphilis and 
effective prevention.

Funk editorial off base 

Speaking as the queer man who organized much 
of the media coverage of Stephen Funk’s decision to 
apply for conscientious objector status, I would like 
to respond to the rather intemperate tone and bor¬ 
derline red-baiting contained in Cynthia Laird’s edi¬ 
torial “Stephen Funk’s Folly” [April 10]. First, and 
foremost it was Stephen Funk who made the decision 
to emphasize his CO status over his sexual orienta¬ 
tion. (Funk’s CO application indicates his priorities. 

Funk states he is gay in a one-paragraph notation on 

page 5 of a 7-page document.) Hard as it may be for 
some to believe, Funk wanted to make sure that his 
objections to taking part in any war, let alone this par¬ 
ticular one, were paramount. To put it bluntly, Funk 
considers being opposed to war much more impor¬ 
tant than his sexual orientation, in the context of his 
military status. I know this because I talked to him 
about it. 

As a matter of fact when I became a part of Funk’s 
support network I raised the issue of highlighting his 
sexual orientation almost immediately, and was told 
in no uncertain terms by all those involved that his 
conscientious objector status was primary. 

This is precisely what I explained to Ms. Laird, the 
B.A.R. editor when I contacted her in the first place. I 
specifically noted that Funk is gay knowing full well 
that a gay angle is essential to getting coverage in this 
paper. This fact was not downplayed. Why else would 
the B.A.R. have done the story if someone, namely 
me, had not informed them that Funk is gay? I made 
a determined effort to alert the queer media to this 
story and highlighted the fact that Funk is (A) one of 
the first COs in the Bush administration’s war on the 
world and (B) that he is certainly the first gay man in 
this war to be a CO. That is not downplaying the issue! 

As a queer reporter and activist throughout the 
AIDS epidemic, Queer Nation days, and civil rights 
struggle I find it deeply insulting to be accused of clos¬ 
eting a gay man. But I now work for a progressive or¬ 
ganization that is queer friendly, rather than the other 
way round. Perhaps I should now expect to be red¬ 
baited by. some mainstream gay and lesbian groups; a 
pity since the current gay liberation movement was 
born in the ferment of a decade steeped in opposition 
to another equally unjustified war. 

As far as the “sin” of omission about DADT goes: 
Get over it. As far as Funk is concerned, opposing war 
is more important than opposing “Don’t Ask, Don’t 
Tell.” He is opposed to DADT, but he is also more op¬ 
posed to the military en toto. So why should he pri¬ 
oritize his opposition to a half-baked policy that pro¬ 
hibits and allows queers in the military in the same 
breath? 

I am sure that many other letter writers will ad¬ 
dress the unseemly and implicit accusations of cow¬ 
ardice and opportunism the editorial makes against 
Funk. I would just ask what is more sincere: Joining 
the Marines, acknowledging that you made a mistake 
and taking the most difficult avenue out, which could 
dog you for the rest of your life? Or taking the easy 
way out, going “Hey I’m gay, I don’t wanna go to war,” 
and leaving under DADT? Funk took the brave hon¬ 
orable path, which is more than can be said for the 
next page ►

A personal decision 

This letter is in response to the editorial and let¬ 
ters regarding Stephen Funk in the April 10 B.A.R. 

Being a conscientious objector is a personal deci¬ 
sion.

The nitty-gritty 
manages to get lost, probably because it would inter¬ 
fere with recruitment. 

I admire any decision that involves listening to 
one’s conscience. Especially when you know it’s going 
to piss people off and they are going to enjoy taking 
you and your decision apart. It takes some guts to do 
that. 

What’s the big deal about a 19-year-old that 
should’ve known better to begin with? Nineteen is still 
a kid. Kids make mistakes. Hell, adults make mistakes. 
A good role model, irrespective of sexual orientation, 
is one that listens to, and makes up his own heart and 
mind, no matter how late in the game, and acts on his 
or her conviction. I admire Stephen for choosing not 
to lean on the convenience of outing himself to sim¬ 
ply make the situation go away. 

Are we going to enforce a contract and require 
someone to go fight and kill simply because they 
signed on the dotted line somewhere? Having a con¬ 
science and acting on it should not be an imprison- 
able offense. Nor should a decision not to go along 
with an invasion and participate in killing be confused 
with conforming to a “pansy stereotype.” That’s just 
lazy, rigid thinking. 

I say kudos to a kid of that age realizing his life and 
the \ives of others are worth something.

t the same time a recent 
Field Poll released informa¬ 
tion revealing that former 
California Governor Pete Wilson 
is the early favorite with GOP vot¬ 
ers among a list of possible Re¬ 
publicans to take on two-term U.S. 
Senator Barbara Boxer next year, 
the Boxer campaign was serving 
notice that the senator is herself off 
and running - hard - for a third 
term in November 2004. 

The Boxer campaign reports 
she has raised $1 million in the 
first three months of this year and 
has more than $2 million in avail¬ 
able cash for her upcoming re- 
election race. Boxer, who spent 
$14 million to defeat Republican 
Matt Fong in 1998, is actually 
raising money faster than she did 
six years ago. 

Boxer, a former House mem¬ 
ber whose political base is Marin 
County (she once served as a su¬ 
pervisor there), says she will hold 
at least 150 fundraising events this 
year alone to prepare for what she 
expects to be a “very costly, but 
successful” re-election race.

Among her potential oppo¬ 
nents are three wealthy Republi¬ 
cans: 2002 gubernatorial nominee 
Bill Simon and Representatives 
Darrell Issa of Vista and Doug 
Ose of Woodland. Issa lost to 
Fong in the 1998 GOP Senate pri-* 
mary after having spent more 
than $9 million of his family 
money, while Simon put more 
than $ 11 million of his family for¬ 
tune into his unsuccessful race last 
year against Democratic Gover¬ 
nor Gray Davis. 

Other Republicans reportedly 
considering a run at Boxer’s seat 
include Representatives Mary 
Bono of Palm Springs and 
George Radanovich of Fresno, 
U.S. Treasurer Rosario Marin of 
Huntington Park, former Los 
Altos Hills Mayor Toni Casey, 
and conservative Los Angeles talk 
show host Dennis Prager. 

While even some of his GOP 
supporters feel that Wilson - who 
served as a member of the state 
Legislature, was San Diego mayor, 
and served eight years in the U.S. 
Senate before becoming governor 
- would indeed face an uphill race 
against the hard-campaigning 
Boxer, longtime political associates 
say that the former governor is 
“indeed taking a look” at possibly 
entering the GOP primary next 
year, and reportedly has said he 
would “love to knock off the liber¬ 
al Boxer.” Since Wilson left the 
governor’s office in 1999, he has 
served on numerous corporate 
boards and is reportedly making a 
lucrative living as a private citizen. 

As for the Democrats and the 


Boxer campaign, they’d love it to 
have Wilson as their opponent. 
Wilson is still remembered for 
having campaigned hard in 1994 
for Proposition 187, which was 
aimed at illegal immigrants, won, 
and was later gutted by the courts. 
Wilson came to be identified - 
fairly or otherwise - as being anti¬ 
immigrant and since that election, 
only two Republicans have 
been elected to statewide 
office as more and more 
Latino voters, a rapidly 
growing voter base in the 
state, have turned to 
Democratic candi¬ 
dates. 

Wilsoh' 'also 
carries politi¬ 
cal baggage in 
that it is his 
signature that 
is on the 1996 energy deregulation 
bill that is blamed for opening the 
way to rolling blackouts, constant 
power crunches, and soaring elec¬ 
tricity bills that have plagued the 
stater Though Davis took loads of 
heat during his own re-election 
race last year for the state’s energy 
problems, even most Republicans 
point to Wilson as the man who 
started it all when he signed the 
controversial deregulation bill. 

Boxer should be the early fa¬ 
vorite against any Republican Sen¬ 
ate nominee next year; she expects 
to raise and spend at least $20 mil¬ 
lion and some of the potential 
GOP candidates will surely drop 
out (Ose says he will decide with¬ 
in the next month or so) before 
the March 2004 filing date. The 
race for the state’s U.S. Senate seat 
will be an expensive one, with the 
balance of power in the Senate 
possibly at stake. 

Politics and people 

This might come as somewhat 
good news for Angela Alioto and 
perhaps not so good news for 
Gavin Newsom, but my City Hall 
contacts tell me that Supervisor 
Tony Hall is actually starting to 
believe himself when he tells one 
and all that “many, many people” 
are urging him to run for mayor, 
and the conservative supe is ex¬ 
pected to announce within weeks. 
One can almost hear Alioto now: 
“Run, Tony Run”, can’t you? (The 
premise being that a Hall candi¬ 
dacy would draw many votes from 
Newsom). 

Actually, I’m surprised that 
most of the supes aren’t jumping 
into this one - it would be a way 
of getting off the board and not 
having to listen to that pompous 
windbag Jake McGoldrick bab¬ 
ble on endlessly. 


The May issue of San Francisco 
magazine caries a feature story on 
Deputy City Attorney Kamala 
Harris’s race for district attorney 
entitled “Can this woman beat 
Hallinan?” More and more people 
I talk to think she can; indeed, how 
often does a career public defend¬ 
er praise a candidate for district at¬ 
torney? Peter Keane, the respect¬ 
ed former longtime 
chief deputy public de¬ 
fender, now the dean at 
Golden Gate Univer¬ 
sity Law School, said 
in the San Francisco 
story: “The bottom 
line on Terence is he’s a 
gocvd person but 
he’s impulsive, 
and he doesn’t 
put profes¬ 
sional issues 
paramount. He took a solid prose¬ 
cutor’s office and ran it into the 
ground.” After eight years of Halli- 
nan’s shoot-from-the-lip style, 
Harris’s think-first response to cri¬ 
sis is exactly what San Francisco 
needs, Keane said. 

Congrats are surely in order to 
the possible next governor of Cal¬ 
ifornia, Attorney General Bill 
Lockyer (he’s already formed a 
committee to raise money for 
2006) who last week married 
Nadia Maria Davis, 31, an attor¬ 
ney from Orange County. It was 
the third marriage for Lockyer, 61, 
the first for Davis, and the happy 
newlyweds are already expecting a 
baby later this summer. 

Assemblyman Mark Leno (D- 
San Francisco) followed actor 
Woody Harrelson to the podium 
and addressed about 700 people at 
last weekend’s annual National 
Organization to Reform Marijua¬ 
na Laws confab at the Hyatt Re¬ 
gency and the snapping jokes re¬ 
portedly kept the crowd roaring. 

The demolition of the Central 
Freeway has provided Department 
of Public Works urban forestry 
staff with the opportunity to trim 
and maintain 48 palm trees in the 
Market Street medium between 
Castro and Valencia streets. Super¬ 
visor Bevan Dufty was instru¬ 
mental in making sure the palms 
and other street trees receive ade¬ 
quate attention. During the free¬ 
way demolition, Muni overhead 
lines were shut down last weekend, 
allowing the forestry crew to work 
on the Canary Island date palms, 
which were planted as part of a 
Muni project in the early 1990s. 

The state budget crisis must 
truly be serious (some claim it’s be¬ 
yond possible repair) - Governor 
Gray Davis, to his credit, has asked

Teaching the 
value of difference

II J| § hen U.S. Secretary of Ed- 
;v;' 11 ucation Roderick Paige 
recently praised Christ¬ 
ian schools because they provide 
strong, set value systems, critics 
rushed to condemn his comments 
for treading dangerously on the 
separation of church and state and 
for seeming to disrespect the di¬ 
versity of public schools. But, in 
fact, by observing that “many dif¬ 
ferent kids with many different 
kinds of values” pose a challenge 
to the quality of public education, 
Paige was simply stating a fact. 
Difference is messy, and uniformi¬ 
ty is often more efficient. Howev¬ 
er, a fluid value system in our 
schools ultimately serves young 
people - and society - best. 

There’s a reason religious 
schools are often academically 
stronger than public ones - when 
everyone thinks in pretty much 
the same way and doesn’t ques¬ 
tion the prevailing value system, 
institutions can run like well- 
oiled machines. It’s no won¬ 
der religious schools - and 
the vouchers that would help 
finance their tuition - are 
growing increasingly popu¬ 
lar among parents upset 
about the state of public 
education. 

In his comments, 
however, Paige 
neglected to 
point out that 
schools with 
set value sys¬ 
tems - and the educations they 
provide - may be flawed in anoth¬ 
er way. Many religious schools put 
forth a narrow, too-neat vision of 
society, thereby fostering racism, 
anti-Semitism, homophobia, sex¬ 
ism, and xenophobia. Southern 
Baptist schools, for example, cer¬ 
tainly could be singled out for in¬ 
stilling strong values in their stu¬ 
dents. The trouble is, those values 
include teaching that Jews should 
convert to Christianity, wives 
must be subservient to their hus¬ 
bands, and gays are on the road to 
hell. 

I myself am a product of a reli¬ 
gious education. The Catholic 
schools I attended were technical¬ 
ly of high quality and grounded in 
a value system Paige would call 
strong. But the religious “values” 
of those schools also inadvertent¬ 
ly taught kids to be wary of - and 
ultimately look down on - anyone 
who wasn’t just like them. 

In my elementary and sec¬ 
ondary schools, for example, al¬ 
most everyone was Catholic, 
white, and middle-class. There

was one black girl and also one 
Protestant girl in my high school, 
and they were treated like pariahs. 
I myself was ostracized by some 
classmates because my father had 
a blue-collar job. Until I went to 
college, I never met anyone 
who was Jewish or who had 
not been born and raised 
in this country. Granted, 
this was several years before 
‘multiculturalism” became an 
educational catch phrase. 
But the problem contin¬ 
ues to the present day: 
My nephew, who is Kore¬ 
an American 
and graduat¬ 
ed ’from 
Catholic high 
school in 
2002, experienced persistent 
racism from his white classmates, 
who were in the majority at his 
school and viewed “the Chink” 
with suspicion. 

I’m not suggesting that prob¬ 
lems like racism and homophobia 
occur only in religious schools. 
But I do think that schools with 
religious value systems have no 
compelling reason to approach 
difference as something we must 
all, at the very least, learn to live 
with. It’s not a coincidence that it 
was in public and private sec¬ 
ondary schools, not in religious 
ones, that students were recently 
able - if they so desired - to in¬ 
voke a “day of silence” in support 
of gays and lesbians. 

Unfortunately, difference in 
general isn’t something the Bush 
administration’s education policy 
is anxious to emphasize or work 
with. The “No Child Left Behind 
Act” puts heavy emphasis on rote, 
standardized learning in basic 
reading and math, to the detri¬ 
ment of other aspects of a well* 
rounded education. Writing, his¬ 


tory, and the arts - the very sub¬ 
jects in which critical-thinking 
skills and appreciation for a wide 
variety of viewpoints are most 
often honed - may end up taking 
a back seat when schools are re¬ 
quired to “teach to the test.” 

And what happens when kids 
with one-dimensional educations 
grow up? Consider the experience 
of a friend of mine, who spent a 
year teaching art history at a large 
farm-belt university, where many 
of the students had had strict reli¬ 
gious upbringings and educa¬ 
tions. When she assigned readings 
with differing viewpoints, one se¬ 
nior asked incredulously, “You . 
mean there’s more than one way 
to look at things?” That kind of 
thinking stands as one of the 
major stumbling blocks to achiev¬ 
ing full social justice for many 
people in this country. 

Ideally, education should take 
students beyond the uniformity of 
one set value system. Our schools 
should be teaching that societies 
don’t remain static, although we 
may not always like the changes 
that occur, and that traditional 
ideas, while fine for many, are not 
the only way to view the world. 
Our secretary of education would 
do well to read the works of black 
lesbian poet Audre Lorde, who 
once wrote that, instead of view¬ 
ing our differences as “insur¬ 
mountable barriers,” we should 
develop the tools necessary to use 
them as “a springboard for cre¬ 
ative change.” ▼

Most lesbians had sex with men , study says

1 : he largest survey of its kind 
p of lesbians and bisexual 
woman in the United King¬ 
dom revealed that 85 percent of 
more than 1,200 women surveyed 
had a sexual history with men. 

The study was released last 
week in the medical journal, Sexu¬ 
ally Transmitted Infections. 

The first sexual experience of 
lesbian and bisexual British women 
tended to be with a man, at an aver¬ 
age age of 18, progressing to first sex 
with a Woman three years later, on 


average. One in four lesbians and al¬ 
most a third of bisexual woman had 
been pregnant, the report found. 

Those under 30 were almost 
twice as likely to describe them¬ 
selves as bisexual as women over 
30. In all, 101 of the 1,200 gay and 
bisexual woman surveyed de¬ 
scribed themselves as bisexual. 

The average number of sexual 
partners in the preceding year was 
one, the survey showed. Among 
the 328 woman asked about safer 
sex practices, a third who had in¬ 
tercourse with men never used a 
condom. And more than 85 per¬ 
cent of lesbians engaging in oral 


sex with other women did not use 
dental dams, while one in five of 
those sharing sex toys said they 
did not wash them before sharing. 

The authors point out that re¬ 
search shows that, although un¬ 
common, women can pass on sex¬ 
ually transmitted infections to 
other women, including herpes, 
trichomoniasis, papilloma virus, 
syphilis, HIV, and bacterial vagi¬ 
nosis. The authors added that the 
demand for specialist lesbian and 
bisexual health services in London 
and other U.K. cities indicates that 
mainstream services are failing to 
meet the needs of these groups. ▼ 
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Who are the Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence?

April 1979 (24 years ago this 
month): The Sisters of Perpetual 
Indulgence make their first ap¬ 
pearance in San Francisco. 

he American Life League 
condemns them as 
“sodomites who dress up as 
Catholic nuns.” Political punk 
band Chumbawamba praises 
them: “The Sisters drag sexual 
politics onto the streets, and 
the streets are all the 
brighter and safer for it.” 

And lesbian author 
Camille Paglia wants to be 
one of them: “How I long to 
belong to their troupe, 
which seems to have a 
commedia delVarte 
flair.” Over the past 
two decades, the Sis¬ 
ters of Perpetual Indulgence have 
evolved from their roots as a few 
gay men in San Francisco into 
hundreds of adherents worldwide 
who have taken a vow to “promul¬ 
gate universal joy and expiate stig- 
matic guilt.” 

The Sisters made their first ap¬ 
pearance in San Francisco the day 
before Easter in 1979. Bored with 
the “Castro clone” look, three gay 
men donned full nuns’ habits and 
went out into the streets of the 
Castro as Sister Vicious Power 
Hungry Bitch, Sister Missionary 
Position, and Sister Roz Erection. 
Their expedition also took them 
to the wealthy Pacific Heights 
neighborhood and the local nude 
beach at Land’s End. The original 
Sisters’ habits came from a con- 
vent,6f nuns in Iowa, who a few 
years earlier had been persuaded 
to lend some old garments to a 
drag theater troupe. 

Sister Vicious and Sister Mis¬ 
sionary Position, joined by two 
newcomers who had attended the 
first international Radical Faeries 
gathering that fall and encoun¬ 
tered more men with “the calling,” 
decided to formalize the group. 
They adopted the Sisters of Per¬ 
petual Indulgence name in late 
1979, and Sister Hysterectoria de¬ 
signed a new habit and headgear 
- which came to be known as “ear 
brassieres”-based on the costume 
of a 14th century Flemish lady-in- 
waiting. The Sisters made their of¬ 
ficial debut in March 1980 at a San 
Francisco antinuclear protest and 
later at the city’s Gay Freedom 
Day parade in June. 

With the advent of AIDS, the 
Sisters adopted a more serious 
community mission. In 1982, Sis¬ 
ter Florence Nightmare and Sister 
Roz Erection, both real-life regis¬ 
tered nurses, helped create “Play 
Fair,” the first explicit safer-sex 


pamphlet. Funds to produce the 
brochure were raised through the 
sale of ashes from the Barracks, a 
notorious bathhouse that burned 
down in a 1981 fire on Folsom 
Street, the heart of San Francisco’s 
gay leather district. Also that year 
the Sisters produced the first-ever 
AIDS fundraiser - a dog show em¬ 
ceed by actress Shirley MacLaine 
- and in May 1983 they helped or¬ 
ganize the first AIDS candlelight 
march and vigil. 

Even as some members 
where lost to AIDS, the 
group continued to grow 
through recruitment of 
new nuns. Expanding be¬ 
yond San Francisco, new 
orders of Sisters arose 
across the United States 
and around the 
globe. The first over¬ 
seas outpost was es¬ 
tablished in Sydney, 
Australia in 1981. The second U.S. 
chapter, Seattle’s Abbey of St. 
Joan, was started in 1987. Follow¬ 
ing a 1991 “evangelical pilgrim¬ 
age” to Europe by Sister Vicious 
and other nuns, new orders 
sprung up in Paris and Berlin. 

Perhaps the greatest boost to 
the group’s visibility came when 
Sister Boom Boom threw her wim¬ 
ple into the ring for the 1982 San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors 
race, running on the “Nun of the 
Above” ticket. She garnered more 
then 23,000 votes and came in 
ninth out of 12 candidates (though 
only the top five won seats). 

As the Sisters’ public profile 
grew, so did the controversy that 
swirled around them. In 1987 they 
held a public exorcism to mark 
Pope John Paul il’s visit to San 

Francisco, earning them a place' 
on the Vatican’s official list of 
heretics. In 1997, congressional 
conservatives blocked President 
Clinton’s appointment of James 
Hormel as the first gay American 
ambassador, citing a film that 
showed Hormel chuckling as the 
Sisters passed by him during a Gay 
Pride Parade. And in April 1999, 
outraged Catholics demanded 
that the San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors cancel a permit allow¬ 
ing the Sisters to close Castro 
Street for a celebration of their 
20th anniversary on Easter Sun¬ 
day. But the party went on as 
planned - complete with the tra¬ 
ditional “Hunky Jesus” contest - 
and the publicity helped draw 
some 5,000 revelers. 

Although the Sisters began as a 
group of gay men, they now in¬ 
clude people of all genders and 
sexual orientations. What unites 
them is their devotion to commu¬ 
nity service. Over the years the Sis¬ 
ters have raised and distributed 
hundreds of thousands of dollars

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his aides that make more than 
$60,000 annually to take a 5 per¬ 
cent pay cut; in addition, according 
to the San Jose Mercury News, more 
than 500 other Davis-appointed 
state employees have voluntarily 
agreed to take pay cuts. State Senate 
President John Burton (D-San 
Francisco), like the governor, is tak¬ 
ing a 10 percent cut in his pay- 
check, but has not asked other leg¬ 
islators and staffers.to do likewise. 
The Mercury News said that if all 
legislators and their staff followed 
the governor’s lead, they could save 
the state an additional $3.5 million 
(but then, again, that’s a drop in the 
bucket when we’re supposedly 
talking a $35 billion deficit). In bad 


times throughout the years, legisla¬ 
tive leaders - and voters - have 
taken different approaches at keep¬ 
ing a handle on spending, such as 
Proposition 140, which voters 
passed in 1990 that forced law-- 
makers to immediately slash their 
budgets by one-third and lay off 
dozens of aides, saving millions. 
The bad side of Proposition 140, 
however, was that it also imposed 
term limits on state legislators, a 
lousy idea if ever there was one. 

Congratulations to longtime 
civil rights activist and out lesbian 
Laurie McBride, who was re¬ 
cently appointed to the position 
under secretary of state in the of¬ 
fice of California Secretary of State 
Kevin Shelley. 

And you think celebrity en¬

to numerous LGBT, AIDS, and so¬ 
cial-justice organizations and pro¬ 
jects. 

While the official Sistory notes 
that many of the early nuns were 
“ordained on the spot from 
barstools in the Castro,” newcom¬ 
ers today must pass through the 
ranks of Aspirant, Postulant, and 
Novice before becoming a fully 
professed Sister. “A lot of people 
come to us thinking that we’re just 
a bunch of fun and a bunch of 


drag queens,” says Sister Phyllis 
Stein the Fragrant. “[But] it’s a 
way of life even when we are not 
in habit.” ▼

Attorney general 
appeals Knoller decision

n attorney for Sharon 
Smith, the woman whose 
partner, Diane Whipple, was 
mauled to death by dogs two years 
ago, is praising the state attorney 
general’s office for its appeal of a 
judge’s decision to throw out the 
second-degree murder conviction 
for one of the dogs’ caretakers, 
Marjorie Knoller. 

“It’s a well-founded appeal,” 
Michael Cardoza told the Bay Area 
Reporter last week. “[San Francis¬ 
co Superior Court] Judge James 
Warren exceeded his authority.” 

Cardoza said that Warren was 
wrong when he said that in order 
to be convicted of murder, Knoller 
would have had to have known 
her dogs would likely have killed 


someone at the time of the attack 
on Whipple. 

In court papers filed with the 
First District Court of Appeal, 
state Attorney General Bill Locky- 
er said that to support a murder 
charge, a defendant only needs to 
be aware that serious injury would 
result from their conduct. 

Donald Horgan, a lawyer for 
Knoller, didn’t return the B.A.R.'s 
call by press time but he told the 
San Francisco Chronicle that War¬ 
ren used the proper standard and 
acted within the law in his role as 
a “13th juror.” 

Knoller and her husband, 
Robert Noel, were convicted last 
year of manslaughter and keeping 
a mischievous animal that killed a 
human being. Knoller was also 
convicted of second-degree mur¬ 
der but Warren later tossed that 


verdict out. Both were given four- 
year sentences and with credit for 
time served and good behavior, 
both likely will be released by this 
summer. 

Peter Keane, dean of Golden 
Gate University Law School, told 
reporters that he thinks there’s 
virtually no chance that the ap¬ 
peals court will reinstate the sec¬ 
ond-degree conviction. Keane, a 
former San Francisco public de¬ 
fender, has been closely following 
the case and has always main¬ 
tained that the second-degree 
charge was out of line. 

In an exclusive interview from 
prison before news of the appeal 
broke, Noel told the B.A.R. that he 
is optimistic that he and his wife 
will eventually be cleared of all 
charges once their case goes 
through the appeals process. ▼

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vention work they already do. 

“Is this a newly funded initia¬ 
tive by the CDC or is just simply a 
way of reducing funding all to¬ 
gether? Is it sort of a stealth move 
to eradicate prevention funds? It is 
a big question,” said Evans. 

Tom Coates, director of the 
Center for AIDS Prevention Stud¬ 
ies at the University of California at 
San Francisco, said the government 
should be supporting both sides of 
the prevention equation and fund¬ 
ing efforts directed at people who 
are HIV-positive as well as those 


who are HIV-negative. 

“I think there is concern. The 
concern is this may mean a shift 
away from prevention models we 
have been working on that we 
know are effective,” said Coates. 
“The move to prevention for pos¬ 
itives is good. But is does not 
mean we should do away with the 
old prevention models we have 
found to be effective, nor does it 
mean to do away with counseling 
and informed consent.” 

The CDC announced two 
other new initiatives last week: 
making HIV testing a routine part 
of medical care and creating new 
models for diagnosing HIV infec¬ 
tions outside medical settings. T 
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High court won’t hear Rosenkrantz case

he U.S. Supreme Court 
slammed a door this week 
on Robert Rosenkrantz, the 
gay prisoner who killed a school¬ 
mate who physically attacked him 
and later outed him to his father. 

The high court was asked by 
Rosenkrantz’s attorneys to over¬ 
turn a California Supreme Court 
ruling last December that gave 
Governor Gray Davis the green 


light to continue with his strict 
anti-parole, policy. Davis once 
vowed to block the parole of all 
convicted killers. Since first taking 
office more than four years ago, he 
has allowed parole for just four 
out of nearly 200 inmates who 
were ordered freed by his parole 
board. The board only approves 
parole for about 1 percent of eli¬ 
gible candidates. 

On Monday, April 21, the 
Supreme Court decided, without 
comment, not to hear the 


Rosenkrantz case. Following the 
decision, Rosenkrantz’s attorney, 
Rowan Klein, told the Bay Area 
Reporter that he hopes Davis will 
have a change of heart. 

“I am cautiously optimistic 
that Governor Davis will follow 
the law and approve the decision 
of his appointed parole board,” 
Klein said. 

The parole board first ordered 
Rosenkrantz freed in 1996 but it 
later reversed itself. In 2000, 
under court order, the parole 


board approved Rosenkrantz s 
freedom but Davis blocked it. On 
two separate occasions, 
Rosenkrantz was ordered to pack 
his belongings and prepare to 
leave prison before being told at 
the last minute that Davis halted 
his parole. 

In the wake of this week’s 
Supreme Court decision, Klein 
said that he plans to file an appeal 
with the U.S. District Court in Los 
Angeles. 

Klein is also fighting for the 


parole of Mark Smith, the other 
gay inmate who is at the center of 
California’s parole debate. The 
Court of Appeal in Los Angeles is 
scheduled to hear arguments in 
his case May 20. 

Smith and Rosenkrantz were 
convicted of second-degree mur¬ 
der for unrelated homicides in Los 
Angeles County in 1985. Accord¬ 
ing to court records, Smith was 
with another man who shot and 
drowned the victim in a dispute 
over cocaine. ▼

Band of the San Francisco Gay and 
Lesbian Freedom Band, author 
Jewelle Gomez, and DJ Page Hodel. 

The event aims to raise funds 
for the Lesbian Health Research 
Center, which was launched in 
1999 and is part of the Institute of 
Health and Aging at the Universi¬ 
ty of California at San Francisco. 
The center promotes research and 
serves as a resource on the health 
and well-being of lesbians, bisexu¬ 
al women, transgender individu¬ 
als, and their families.

tead Maupin in the 33rd annual 
celebration, aptly themed, “You’ve 
gotta give them hope.” 

Gomez, who made herself 
known through venues like Josie’s 
Cabaret and Valencia Rose, is now < 
recognized throughout the world 
for her performances on HBO, 
Showtime, and Comedy Central, 
as well as her live shows off- 
Broadway and internationally. She 
also appears in Laughing Matters, 
a new documentary premiering at 
the 2003 San Francisco Lesbian 
and Gay Film Festival. 

“I escaped to San Francisco 
when I was a baby dyke. The 
LGBT community here became 
my haven, my family, and my 
mentors,” Gomez said in a state¬ 
ment about her Pride grand mar¬ 
shal honor. “What I do and who I 
am is because of the 20 years I 
lived and loved in San Francisco.” 

Her San Francisco roots and 
unwavering commitment to di¬ 


versity and visibility made her a 
natural choice for a grand marshal 
title, said Pride President Joey 
Cain. 

“In a year when we’re high¬ 
lighting how the San Francisco 
LGBT community has given peo¬ 
ple hope, Marga is perfect,” said 
Cain. “She started out here devel¬ 
oping her unique style of queer 
flavored comedy and has since 
gone on to export it to the rest of 
the world, with irreverent and 
hysterical success, I might add.” 

Additional grand marshals - 
chosen by the community at large 
as well as the Pride board and a se¬ 
lect committee of past honorees - 
will be announced early next 
month. 

Once they are chosen, all the 
grand marshals - and everyone 


else, for that matter - will be on 
the parade route a little sooner 
than usual; Pride has announced 
that the Sunday parade will begin 
30 minutes earlier this year. 

The new 10 a.m. start time, 
said Pride Executive Director 
Teddy Witherington, will be a per¬ 
manent change in an effort to 
make the event run more smooth¬ 
ly, with fewer gaps between^ 
marching contingents. 

The infamous parade “gaps” - 
the subject of more than a few 
complaints over the years - will 
also be tightened by the addition 
of “halftime entertainment” at 
major intersections as well as 
more than two dozen “Close the 
Gap” monitors, who will chaper¬ 
one their contingent and five oth¬ 
ers to speed up or slow down the 


pace as necessary. 

“Starting the parade at 10 a.m. 
will tighten the parade and will ul¬ 
timately make the event more en¬ 
joyable for everyone involved - 
spectators and participants alike,” 
said Witherington. “It will also 
give folks more time to enjoy the 
celebration at the Civic Center.” 

The earlier start time also 
means that the parade’s broadcast 
will begin at 10 a.m.; this year the 
televised event will be aired on 
KRON, channel 4. 

This year’s celebration, with a 
theme that honors the legendary 
words from the city’s first gay 
elected official, the late Harvey 
Milk, will be held over the week¬ 
end of June 28 and 29. More in¬

Gay radio goes national

T he first national radio station 
aimed at gays and lesbians 
began broadcasting on April 
14. OUTQ is part of a satellite 
broadcast operation available to 
those with a special receiver who 
pay a monthly fee. It also is avail¬ 
able as streaming audio over the 
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Internet. It is one of a hundred 
“streams” or channels provided by 
the company Sirius. 

OUTQ “is the first around-the- 
clock news, talk, and music” pro¬ 
gramming for the LGBT commu¬ 
nity, said Larry Rebich during an 
April 15 telephone news confer¬ 
ence. The company felt that the 
community was “largely under- 
served” by current options and it 
aims to. filLthat niche with “the 
most diverse content possible.” 
The operation is based in New 
York City. 

The format is primarily that of 
talk radio, with live programming 
about 15-hours a day beginning at 
6 a.m. eastern time, Monday 
through Friday and rebroadcasts 
at night and on weekends. Among 
the hosts are columnist and au¬ 
thor Michelangelo Signorile, and 
Wayne Besen, former spokesman 
for the Human Rights Campaign. 

“Our stories have been missing 
[from the airwaves] until today,” 
Joan Garry said during the con¬ 
ference call. She is the executive 
director of the Gay 8c Lesbian Al¬ 
liance Against Defamation, an or¬ 
ganization that works to promote 
fair coverage of the community in 
the media. 

She called OUTQ “an opportu¬ 
nity to demonstrate just how di¬ 
verse the community is.” We are “a 
microcosm of the larger society, 
with a twist.” 

“They really are very funny, 
those heterosexuals,” said another 
news conference participant, au¬ 
thor and actor Harvey Fierstein. 
He was referring to current 
broadcast programs. “But there is 
no place to turn on our commu¬ 


nity. We have no town square. 

He said the New York Times is 
written as if everyone reading it “is 
a white, male heterosexual.” He 
would like to see greater coverage 
of things such as the fight for mar¬ 
riage and adoption rights in Con¬ 
necticut, where he now lives. 

Fierstein called OUTQ a huge 
opportunity to create that forum 
among what is estimated to be an 
LGBT community of some 15 
million, “But I don’t know this 
will happen,” he said. 

One of the strengths of radio is 
that it preserves privacy of those 
who would not or could not buy 
a magazine or newspaper to learn 
more of the community. 

One drawback to making this 
all come true is the limited avail¬ 
ability of Sirius’ programs. While 
some new cars come equipped 
with a receiver for satellite radio, 
retrofitting an older car or pur¬ 
chasing a stand-alone receiver for 
your home can cost about $200. 

Furthermore, the monthly fee, 
similar to that for cable TV, is 
$12.95. That does bring access to 
a hundred different channels of 
music and talk with digital sound 
clarity, many of which are com¬ 
mercial-free. 

Rival XM Satellite Radio, based 
in Washington, D.C., got out of 
the gate earlier and already has a 
subscriber base of half a million. 
Many analysts believe that there is 
room for only one satellite broad¬ 
cast operation in the market. 

Rebich said their market analy¬ 
sis points to OUTQ selling “a siz¬ 
able number of radios ... in the 
tens of thousands,” though he de¬ 
clined to be more specific. ▼

3. To ensure proper dosing, serum testosterone concentrations 
should be measured (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION). 

Drug Interactions 

Oxyphenbutazone: Concurrent administration of 
oxyphenbutazone and androgens may result in elevated serum 
levels of oxyphenbutazone. 

Insulin: In diabetic patients, the metabolic effects of androgens 
may decrease blood glucose and, therefore, insulin requirements. 

Propranolol: In a published pharmacokinetic study of an injectable 
testosterone product, administration of testosterone cypionate 
led to an increased clearance of propranolol in the majority of 
men tested. 

Corticosteroids: The concurrent administration of testosterone 
with ACTH or corticosteroids may enhance edema formation; 
thus, these drugs should be administered cautiously, particularly 
in patients with cardiac or hepatic disease. 

Drua/Laboratory Test Interactions 

Androgens may decrease levels of thyroxin-binding globulin, 

resulting in decreased total T4 serum levels and increased resin 

uptake of T3 and T4. Free thyroid hormone levels remain 

unchanged, however, and there is no clinical evidence of thyroid 

dysfunction. 

Carcinogenesis. Mutagenesis. Impairment of Fertility 
Animal Data: Testosterone has been tested by subcutaneous injection 
and implantation in mice and rats. In mice, the implant induced 
cervical-uterine tumors, which metastasized in some cases.

The following adverse events possibly related to the use of 
AndroGel® occurred in fewer than 1% of patients: amnesia, 
anxiety, discolored hair, dizziness, dry skin, hirsutism, hostility, 
impaired urination, paresthesia, penis disorder, peripheral edema, 
sweating, and vasodilation. 

In this clinical trial of AndroGel,® skin reactions at the site 
of application were occasionally reported with AndroGel,® but 
none was severe enough to require treatment or discontinuation 
of drug. 

Six (4%) patients in this trial had adverse events that led to 
discontinuation of AndroGel.® These events included the 
following: cerebral hemorrhage, convulsion (neither of which 
were considered related to AndroGel® administration), depression, 
sadness, memory loss, elevated prostate specific antigen and 
hypertension. No AndroGel® patients discontinued due to skin 
reactions. 

In an uncontrolled pharmacokinetic study of 10 patients, two 
had adverse events associated with AndroGel®; these were 
asthenia and depression in one patient and increased libido 
and hyperkinesia in the other. Among 17 patients in foreign 
clinical studies there was one instance each of acne, erythema 
and benign prostate adenoma associated with a 2.5% 
testosterone gel formulation applied dermally. 

One hundred six (106) patients have received AndroGel® for 
up to 12 months in a long-term follow-up study for patients 
who completed the controlled clinical trial. The preliminary safety 
results from this study are consistent with those reported for the 
controlled clinical trial. Table 2 summarizes those adverse events 
possibly, probably or definitely related to the use of AndroGel® 
and reported by at least 1 % of the total number of patients 
during long-term exposure to AndroGel.®

Oral ingestion of AndroGel® will not result in clinically significant 
serum testosterone concentrations due to extensive first-pass 
metabolism. 

OVERDOSAGE 

There is one report of acute overdosage by injection of 
testosterone enanthate: testosterone levels of up to 
11,400 ng/dL were implicated in a cerebrovascular accident. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

The recommended starting dose of AndroGel® 1% is 5 g delivering 
5 mg of testosterone systemically, applied once daily (preferably 
in the morning) to clean, dry, intact skin of the shoulders and 
upper arms and/or abdomen. Upon opening the packet(s), the 
entire contents should be squeezed into the palm of the hand a 
nd immediately applied to the application sites. Application sites 
should be allowed to dry for a few minutes prior to dressing. 
Hands should be washed with soap and water after AndroGel® 
has been applied.

Dean calls for Santorum 
to resign leadership post

ne day after criticizing 

I Pennsylvania Senator Rick 
Santorum for his homopho¬ 
bic comments about gays, Demo¬ 
cratic presidential candidate 
Howard Dean called for the Re¬ 
publican to resign from his lead¬ 
ership post. 

Santorum is the third ranking 
member in his party’s Senate lead¬ 
ership as chair of the Republican 
Conference. 

“Yesterday, I called on Presi¬ 
dent Bush and the Republican 
Party leadership to condemn Sen¬ 
ator Rick Santorum for his deeply 
offensive remarks comparing ho¬ 
mosexuality to bigamy, polygamy, 
incest, and adultery,” Dean said in 
a statement released Wednesday, 
April 23. “As additional reports 
have come to light, revealing a dis¬ 


turbing history of inflammatory 
antigay rhetoric by Senator Santo¬ 
rum, the deafening silence of Pres¬ 
ident Bush and his party has be¬ 
come inexcusable.” 

Dean said that Santorum had 
refused to apologize for his com¬ 
ments, calling them “a legitimate 
public policy discussion.” 

“Gay-bashing is not legitimate 
public policy discussion; it is im¬ 
moral,” Dean said. “Rick Santo¬ 
rum’s failure to recognize that at¬ 
tacking people because of who they 
are is morally wrong [and] makes 
him unfit for a leadership position 
in the United States Senate.” 

Dean also criticized Bush. 

“By refusing to stand up for 
gay Americans under attack by 
members of his own party’s lead¬ 
ership, this president sends a mes¬ 
sage that intolerance and bigotry 
is acceptable. That is not accept¬ 
able.” V

hat if you were a gay high 
school student who was 
hospitalized after a 
bunch of your fellow students 
beat you up at the school bus stop, 
shouting “faggot, faggot” - while 
the school bus driver sat and 
watched? 

What if you were a lesbian high 
school student who repeatedly got 
pornography, with pictures of 
bound and gagged women, 
stuffed in her school locker - with 
graffiti in red ink scrawled across 
the pictures reading, “Dyke, we’ll 
do this to you if you don’t leave?” 

What if in both cases, the stu¬ 
dents went to the school adminis¬ 
tration and asked for protection - 
and the administrators did noth¬ 
ing? 

Should the school and its ad¬ 
ministrators be held responsible? 

After it was sued about these 
and other incidents, the Morgan 
Hill Unified School District in the 
South Bay insisted for five years in 
federal court that it should not be. 

But finally on Tuesday, April 8, 
a three-judge panel of the Ninth 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
unanimously rejected the district’s 
arguments and sent the case, Flo¬ 
res v. Morgan Hill USD, to district 
court in San Jose for trial. 

The decision held that a school 
must take steps to eliminate ha-

rassment when it knows that les¬ 
bian, gay, or bisexual children are 
being abused at school. 

“I think it’s a wonderful state¬ 
ment by the court,” said Teri Er¬ 
ickson, legislative co-chair of the 
Gay and Lesbian Straight Educa¬ 
tion Network in the Peninsula and 
South Bay. “It says, we’re not going 
to excuse it away. It says this is un¬ 
acceptable. You can’t do it any¬ 
more.” 

California’s AB537, which was 
passed by the Legislature in 1999 
and went into effect in 2000, pro¬ 
hibits discrimination based on 
sexual orientation in the state’s 
schools. The Morgan Hill school 
district had claimed that because 
the abuses named in the Flores 
case took place prior to 1998, be¬ 
fore the law went into effect, that 
they didn’t know if they were re¬ 
sponsible or not. 

But GLSEN members and 
other advocates say that abuses of 
the sort documented in the Flores 
case continue to happen all 
around the state, and school ad¬ 
ministrators continue to do noth¬ 
ing about them - even with the 
existence of the new state law. 

One of the most conspicuous 
victims of this kind of alleged 
abuse was Gwen Araujo, the 17- 
year old transgender teenager who 
was murdered in Newark, Califor¬ 
nia last October. Reportedly, Arau¬ 
jo had been abused throughout her 
school career, was transferred from

school to school in the Newark 
school district, and ultimately 
dropped out in her junior year. 

Paul Clifford, of the Newark 
chapter of Parents Friends and 
Families of Lesbians and Gays, 
said that the PFLAG help line 
“continues to get calls from des¬ 
perate parents.” He said that in 
Newark, even today, teachers fear 
institutional retaliation from 
school administrators if they help 
students who are abused for being 
gay or lesbian. 

. He said that the Newark school 
district continues to ignore the re¬ 


quirements of AB537, which are to 
provide equal opportunity and due 
process to all students, and to keep 
records of antigay harassment. 

The Newark district was on 
spring break this week and ad¬ 
ministration officials were un¬ 
available for comment. 

Alana Flores was the Morgan 
Hill student who allegedly had 
pornography stuffed in her lock¬ 
er, emblazoned with “die dyke 
bitch,” and other epithets. Flores 
said that when she complained to 
the assistant principal of the 
school, Delia Schizzano, Schiz- 
zano told her, “Don’t bring me 
this trash anymore.” She is the 
only student in the lawsuit who 
has gone public since the suit was 
filed and has spoken out at queer 
youth events in the Bay Area. 

The principal of the Live Oak 
High School in Morgan Hill, Bob 
Davis, allegedly refused to see'Flo- 
res until two weeks after the inci¬ 
dent. 

The Flores case alleges that the 
administrators’ attitude was delib¬ 
erate indifference, not a mistake, 
and that the administrators are 
personally liable for civil damages. 

The lawyers working on the 
Flores case include Jim Emery, of 
Keker and Van Nest in San Fran¬ 
cisco, Kate Kendell and Courtney 
Joslin of the National Center for 
Lesbian Rights, and a legal team 
from the American Civil Liberties

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HMO de cision pokes holes in senior coverage

or Dr. Gary Feldman, watch- 
ing some of his HIV-positive 
patients go from diarrhea- 
induced wasting to a thriving dis¬ 
position on effective medications 
has been rewarding. So when he 
learned that many of his older pa¬ 
tients would be affected by a re¬ 
cent HMO’s decision to discon¬ 
tinue coverage of some HIV-relat¬ 
ed treatments, he was outraged. 

Health Net of California’s Se¬ 
niority Plus Plan, one of only two 
options available for senior San 
Franciscans who choose to sup¬ 
plement their Medicare policies, 
has discontinued the coverage of 
nearly all self-injectable drug 
treatments. The decision, which 


went into effect on March 15, ac¬ 
cording to Health Net spokesman 
Brad Kieffer, applies to any med¬ 
ications administered more than 
half the time by patients them¬ 
selves. For patients with HIV, 
these injectables could include 
life-sustaining treatments such as 
testosterone, and the anti-diarrhea 
medicine Sandostatin, upon 
which doctors like Feldman have 
come to regularly prescribe. 

“We’re talking about meds that 
are not on the ADAP formulary, 
so these patients, most of whom 
are living off Social Security, 
would have no choice but to 
spend thousands of dollars on 
life-sustaining treatment,” said 
Feldman, who takes issue with 
Health Net’s decision to previous¬ 
ly offer treatments that have im¬ 


proved patients’ lives, then 
abruptly rescind those benefits. 

“These are people who have 
been stabilized by injectables,” 
said Feldman, “and now the rug is 
being pulled out from under 
them.” 

Health Net’s Kieffer told the 
Bay Area Reporter that its policy 
has always been to follow 
Medicare rules for coverage, 
which is approved by the Center 
for Medicare Services. The 
Medicare formulary, said Kieffer, 
changed this year, and Health Net 
simply followed along. 

But doctors like Feldman think 
that excuse rings hollow. Health 
Net, for one, is not legally obligat¬ 
ed to follow Medicare guidelines, 
it has simply chosen to do so, and 
not uniformly, as Kieffer himself 
admits; the plan has chosen to 
continue to cover an anti-clotting 
agent that Medicare guidelines 
stopped covering.

NIH and CDC officials being ap¬ 
proached by congressional staffers 
who asked why certain grants 
were funded, as well as cases in 
which specific NIH grants that in¬ 
volved commercial s6x workers or 
transgendered persons were tar¬ 
geted with the apparent intent of 
proving that these studies are pro¬ 
moting ‘unfavorable’ or ‘unsafe’ 
lifestyles with federal taxpayers’ 
dollars.” 

Last week, the New York Times 
and Science magazine first report¬ 
ed on the controversial research 
being flagged for scrutiny. The 
Times' piece quoted unnamed sci¬ 
entists and an NIH official, who 
spoke on condition of anonymity, 
who confirmed that project offi¬ 
cers had been telling researchers in 
meetings and telephone conversa¬ 
tions to avoid the so-called sensi¬ 
tive language. 

However, Bill Pierce, an HHS 
spokesman, told the newspaper 
that the department does not 
screen grant applications for po¬ 
litically delicate content. 

Yet Science reported that in 
March HHS officials had con¬ 
ducted a site visit of an investiga¬ 
tor at UCSF whose studies of sex 
workers has been the target of a 
recent inquiry from Congress. The 
magazine reported that although 
there is no hard evidence that the 
inquiry and the site visit are 
linked, the events have shaken re¬ 
searchers at UCSF and some in 
government who worry that the 
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And offering the same benefits 
as Medicare, said Feldman, gives a 
patient no incentive to join the 
supplemental HMO in the first 
place. 

Kieffer disagrees, noting that 
Health Net’s Senior Plus still offers 
benefits not offered by the 
Medicare plan. He also said that 
for many of the injectables not 
covered, there are substitutions 
which Health Net would cover. 

Such substitutions, however, 
said Feldman, require inconve¬ 
nient doctor administration, and 
are often not as effective as self in¬ 
jectables. 

“Health Net is within its legal 
rights to follow Medicare guide¬ 
lines, but is the company making a 
morally sound decision?” said 
Feldman. “They need to take a 
certain level of responsibility.” 

Kaiser Permanente, San Fran¬ 
cisco’s only other HMO for se¬ 
niors on Medicare, continues to 


offer self-injectables, and is per¬ 
haps better able to do so because 
of its unique structure that com¬ 
bines doctor and insurance deci¬ 
sions under one roof. For patients 
who wish to switch from Health 
Net to Kaiser* said Kaiser’s mem¬ 
ber services director Randy de¬ 
Boer, there is no pre-existing con¬ 
dition clause for people who have 
both parts of the Medicare plan 
(A and B). 

And Health Net’s Kieffer said 
that those patients who wished to 
continue on self-injectables should 
also consider the Medi-Cal plan. 

“We are undergoing some ex¬ 
treme influences in the healthcare 
marketplace-brought on by the 
staggering inflation of pharma¬ 
ceutical costs,” said Kieffer. “One 
of our chief goals is to maintain 
access to quality healthcare at af¬ 
fordable prices for our members 
but it has become more and more 
difficult to do that.” ▼ 


Bush administration and congres¬ 
sional Republicans are intensify¬ 
ing their scrutiny of research on 
sensitive topics.

“How 
can we can show data if people 
doing the research are intimidat¬ 
ed by these tactics?”

One congressional staffer, who 
routinely makes inquiries into 
AIDS research as well as HIV pre¬ 
vention programs funded by the 
federal government, called the 
Times’ article “exaggerated conspir¬ 
acy paranoia more than real news.” 

The staffer, who also spoke on 
the condition of anonymity, said 
Congress has always done oversight 
of federal agencies, and with law¬ 
makers doubling the NIH’s budget 
over the past five years, it only 
makes sense that questions be asked 
on how this substantial increase in 
federal money is being spent. 

“There is no question that 
some grants are questionable. Sci¬ 
ence should not be above scruti¬ 
ny,” said the staffer. “After all, it was 
the U.S. Public Health Service that 
funded the unethical Tuskegee re¬ 
search where African American 
men with syphilis were treated like 
lab rats. We have an obligation to 
ensure federally funded science is 
ethical and limited resources are 
spent on research that will above 
all else improve the human condi¬ 
tion of those afflicted.” 

While it has not been unusual in 
the past for individual members of 
Congress to engage in such in¬ 
quiries for various reasons, the level 
of scrutiny has become pervasive, 
according to many researchers. 

“Researchers in various fields 
have contacted GLMA about 
this,” said Haller. “Many have been 
advised by their project officers to 
avoid ‘sensitive’ terms in the titles 
of their grants if they expect to get 
funding.” 

In confidential communica¬ 
tions, researchers have told GLMA 
that, while there is no written pol# 
icy, staffers at government health 
funding agencies “have been leak¬ 
ing info to me, you, others” that 


funding but even their language is 
to shove LGBT health research 
back into the closet.” 

Sex worker scrutiny 

As for the report in Science , 
Pierce, the HHS spokesman, once 
again denied that the department 
is targeting research on certain 
topics. “We do nothing like that,” 
he told the magazine. And John 
Burklow, an NIH spokesman, was 
quoted as saying the site visit was 
for “administrative issues,” not 
“scientific content,” and that there 
was nothing unusual about it. 

The controversy centers on re¬ 
search by AIDS researcher Tooru 
Nemoto, whose projects include 
preventing HI\ infection in Asian 
sex workers and in transgender 
men who plan or have had a sex 
change operation. According to the 
article, HHS offi> ials inquired 
about Nemoto’s research in early 
January, according to Regis Kelly, 
UCSF vice chancellor for research. 
Kelly said Nemoto also had support 
from another HHS agency, the 
Substance Abuse and Mental 
Health Services Administration, 
and that HHS apparently wanted to 
be sure there was no “double dip¬ 
ping.” UCSF supplied information 
to clarify that there was no wrong¬ 
doing, Kelly told tne magazine. 

Requests were made with 
UCSF for phone interviews with 
Kelly, Kaiser, and Nemoto but 
none of them returned calls to the 
B.A.R. by press time. 

Several weeks after HHS’s visit, 
NIH told the university that sev¬ 
eral agencies planned a site visit to 
discuss Nemoto’s grants. That step 
was “very unusual,” said UCSF 
grants and contracts manager 
Joan Kaiser, who added that nor-

T he next national Gay Men’s 
Health Summit will take 
place May 7-11 in Raleigh, 
North Carolina. The summit is part 
of a nationwide effort to create a 
strong, visible, grassroots move¬ 
ment of diverse gay men looking at

a wide range of sexual, mental, and 
community health issues. 

Organizers say they expect 
more than 300 healthcare 
providers, researchers, activists, 
and community members to at¬ 
tend. While the summit will focus 
on the health concerns of men who 
are gay, bisexual, queer, or have sex 
with men (including those who 
identify as FTM or transgender), 
allies of all genders are welcome 
and encouraged to attend. 

This will be the third Gay Men’s 
Health Summit; the previous two 
were held in Boulder, Colorado in 
1999 and 2000. Last year’s Boulder 
conference encompassed lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, transgender, and in¬ 
tersex health issues. Participants at 
that meeting decided to hold in¬ 
clusive summits every other year, 
with focused meetings in alternat¬ 
ing years. 

The 2003 meeting will feature 
more than 100 sessions, including 
workshops, panel discussions, pr- 
ganizing-,meetings, and video 
screenings. The summit will begin 
May 7 with daylong pre-summit 
institutes focused on leadership 
training, racism, aging, youth, 
transgender men, and bears. Ple¬ 
nary panels will explore topics in¬ 
cluding reviving activism and the 
impact of homeland security, mil¬ 
itarism, and war on queer men’s 
health and wellness. 

“We are thrilled that in our 
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third year we have pulled together 
what is, without question, our 
strongest program yet in both the 
quantity and quality of its con¬ 
tent,” said summit organizer Eric 
Rofes. 

This year there will be an em¬ 
phasis on the issues and concerns 
of queer/bi/gay men of color, as 
well as a series of sessions looking 
at the issues of transgender men. 
As always, a sizable section of the 
program will be devoted to sex 
and sexuality, featuring work¬ 
shops on topics such as selling and 
buying sex, barebacking, and mi- 
crobicides for anal sex. While HIV 
remains a crucial issue, summit 
participants will also look at the 
growing incidence of syphilis and 
staph infection among gay men, 
as well as HIV/hepatitis C coin¬ 
fection. There will also be work¬ 
shop tracks on holistic health and 
wellness, substance use, and skills 
building. 


Other intriguing topics include 
a conversation between gay and 
bisexual men, dynamics between 
men of color and white men, 
“Civil Rights 101” for new immi¬ 
grants, finding a gay-friendly doc¬ 
tor, what it’s like to be gay in the 
South, and “Who’s Your Daddy? 
Romance, Sex, and Power Be¬ 
tween Gay Generations.” 

Last - but certainly not least - 
the summit will include a variety 
of social events, including open¬ 
ing and closing ceremonies, a re¬ 
ception hosted by the National 
LBGT Health Coalition, and the 
popular pool party. 

“We want participants to be in¬ 
volved, to be vocal, to be chal¬ 
lenged, to transform their think¬ 
ing, and - above all - to have a 
good time,” said organizer Jim 
Baxter.

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RAVE pass in Congress

ongress has moved two 
pieces of legislation that af¬ 
fect the LGBT community. 
The Bush administration’s faith- 
based initiative has been stripped 
of its most controversial provi¬ 
sions, while the essence of the so- 
called RAVE Act, which many be¬ 
lieve threatens dance clubs, was 
slipped into another measure. 

A compromise in the Senate, 
negotiated between Joe Lieber- 
man (D-Connecticut) and Rick 
Santorum (R-Pennsylvania), re¬ 
moved the most controversial 
provisions of the faith-based ini¬ 
tiative. That language would have 
allowed religious groups to dis¬ 
criminate against people, includ¬ 
ing gays and lesbians, in hiring 
for social programs funded with 
federal dollars. 

Elizabeth Birch, executive di¬ 
rector of the Human Rights 
Campaign, said the organization 


opposed the measure passed by 
the House in 2001 because it 
would “force many Americans to 
publicly subsidize their own dis¬ 
crimination.” That measure had 
passed only after moderate Re¬ 
publicans won assurances that 
the discriminatory sections 
would be removed in conference. 

Now, Winnie Stachelberg, 
HRC’s political director, praised 
the senators and the administra¬ 
tion for addressing those con¬ 
cerns. The remaining legislation 
essentially adds a number of tax 
incentives to encourage charita¬ 
ble contributions. It passed the 
Senate just before its Easter re¬ 
cess. 

Last year, controversy erupted 
over the Reducing Americans’ 
Vulnerability to Ecstasy Act, in¬ 
troduced by Senator Joe Biden 
(D-Delaware). It sped through 
the Senate Judiciary Committee, 
then under Democratic control, 
without a hearing. 

The congressional “findings” 


read like a contemporary update 
of Reefer Madness, noting with 
horror that “many rave promot¬ 
ers facilitate and profit from fla¬ 
grant drug use at rave parties or 
events by selling over-priced bot¬ 
tles of water,” as well as neon 
glow sticks, massage oil, and 
menthol nasal inhalers “to en¬ 
hance the effects of the drugs.” 

This year Biden changed the 
name of the bill, took out its 
more inflammatory language, 
and attached it, without a hear¬ 
ing or vote, to the Amber Alert 
bill that deals with child abduc¬ 
tions. It passed the Senate on 
April 10. 

“It gives heightened powers 
and discretion to prosecutors, 
who may use it to target events 
they personally don’t like - such 
as hip-hop events and gay and 
lesbian fundraisers,” warned the 
Drug Policy Alliance. 

The American Civil Liberties 
Union said the measure “threat¬ 
ens free speech,” in a letter op¬ 


posing the act that it sent to 
members of Congress. 

“If it becomes law, property 
owners may be too afraid to rent 
or lease their space for events 
rightly or wrongly perceived as 
attracting drug users - essential¬ 
ly any event that attracts a young 
crowd,” the ACLU letter stated. 
“Out of fear of massive fines and 
prison sentences, law-abiding 
business owners may stop host¬ 
ing raves and other musical 
events, driving them further un¬ 
derground and away from public 
health and safety regulations.” ▼

tact list, organization list, and 
other resources.

mally such questions are ad¬ 
dressed by phone or in correspon¬ 
dence. In late March, four officials 
from NIH and SAMHSA spent 
two days at UCSF asking about 
procedures and going “all over San 
Francisco” to hear scientific talks 
by Nemoto, according to the arti¬ 
cle. Kaiser said UCSF officials 
“haven’t heard back,” but assume 
the grants were in compliance. 

UCSF officials thought no 
more of it until they learned sev¬ 
eral weeks ago about a memo 
from the House of Representatives 
to NIH. The 13 March e-mail 
memo, from staffer Roland Foster 
of the House Subcommittee on 
Criminal Justice, Drug Policy and 
Human Resources chaired by 
Representative Mark Souder (R- 
Indiana), raised concerns about 


two NIH-funded studies of sex 
workers - Nemoto’s and another 
led by a researcher in Miami, ac¬ 
cording to the magazine. 

The memo, which HHS rou¬ 
tinely forwarded to NIH director 
Elias Zerhouni, argued that by at¬ 
tempting to protect the health of 
sex workers, the studies “seek to 
legitimize the commercial sexual 
exploitation of women.” This runs 
counter to a February directive 
from President Bush to reduce in¬ 
ternational sex trafficking, the let¬ 
ter claimed. 

Foster’s memo asked for de¬ 
tailed information about the two 
grants, including the names of 
study section members who ap¬ 
proved them and the scores they 
gave. It also requested informa¬ 
tion on all NIH studies of prosti¬ 
tutes over the past decade. HHS is 
now asking the CDC to list studies 
it funds of sex workers, a CDC 
spokesperson told Science. Foster 


said he played “no role” in the 
UCSF site visit, but is “interested 
in what may be found.” 

Even if researchers do alter the 
language in their applications, 
their research may still be scruti¬ 
nized. In the latest example of 
work being questioned, Foster 
fired off another letter on April 11 
to NIH raising questions about a 
UCSF grant to prevent HIV in gay 
men and demanded a list of all 
HIV prevention studies. 

Haller said the attacks on 
LGBT research are meant to keep 
health programs directed toward 
the queer community from re¬ 
ceiving funding. 

“There are a lot of people in 
government right now who are 
not very friendly to our health 
concerns and really don’t want to 
be having to spend money creat¬ 
ing programs that would make 
our community healthier,” he 
said. ▼

Diamond dogs 

Tim Robbins had to defend his 
free speech rights, in sharp con¬ 
trast to the right-wing faux folk 
songs of his political candidate 
character, Bob Roberts. 

The Baseball Hall of Fame in 
Cooperstown, New York, fell in 
lock step with the cultural revolu¬ 
tion sweeping our proud nation, 
and canceled its 15th anniversary 
screening of Bull Durham, a film 
that explores the amorous neu¬ 
roses of minor league players. 

Having no clue about Rob¬ 
bins’s longtime personal form of 
activism, which included helping 
his Manhattan neighbors survive 
9/11, the cancellation struck many 
as a politically biased stunt. But 
what isn’t these days? 

“In the 19 months since 9/11 
we have seen our democracy com¬ 
promised by fear and hatred,” 
Robbins said in an April 15 speech 
at the National Press Club in 
Washington, D.C. 

The Hall of Fame’s president is 
Dale Petroskey, who was also on 
the White House staff during the 
presidency of Ronald Reagan. Pet¬ 
roskey alleged that Robbins’s an¬ 
tiwar expressions “could put our 
troops in even more danger.” 

Not shutting up under an ob¬ 
vious blacklist, Robbins said, 
“Basic inalienable rights, due 
process, the sanctity of the home 
have been quickly compromised 
in a climate of fear. A unified 
American public has grown bit¬ 
terly divided and a world popula¬ 
tion that had profound sympathy 


and support for us has grown 
contemptuous and distrustful, 
viewing us as we once viewed the 
Soviet Union, as a rogue state.” 

You’d think that Robbins’s mo¬ 
ment in Bull Durham atop the 
pitching mound in panties and 
garters would have irked such a 
stolid institution. 

But no, it was his alleged 
peacenik antiwar free speech an¬ 
tics, or being the partner of Susan 
Sarandon, the only Oscar presen¬ 
ter who didn’t have to say any¬ 
thing out of line to protest. 

She simply emanates “Liberal 
Values,” like a Statue of Liberty 
only slightly tarnished by the new 
wave of reactionary McCarthyism 
that’s even soiled the United Way 
(they canceled Sarandon’s appear¬ 
ances, too). 

Now it’s the HUAC Way. 

But who needs committees, 
with droves of rabid Charlton He¬ 
ston fans littering the Internet 
with Hollywood Scarlet Letter 
lists? 

Said Robbins, “Every day the 
airwaves are filled with warnings, 
veiled and unveiled threats, 
spewed invective, and hatred di¬ 
rected at any voice of dissent. And 
the public, like so many relatives 
and friends that I saw this week¬ 
end, sit in mute opposition and in 
fear.”

Cardinal sin 

Sometimes, despite our stal¬ 
wart defenders of liberty’s best ef¬ 
forts, even baseball can be un- 
American. 

Federal authorities investigat¬ 
ing terror funding raided busi¬ 
nesses controlled by Sterling Ad¬ 
visory Services, whose chief exec¬ 
utive was Yaqub Mirza. 

The St. Louis Cardinals base¬ 
ball team hired Mirza’s company 
five months ago to help the club 
secure financing for a new ball¬ 
park. 

Mirza owned Virginia proper¬ 
ties that had been raided in March 
2002 as part of Operation Green 
Quest, a task force set up by the 
government to investigate possible 
terrorist organizations (or ransack 
private homes without warrants, 
depending on who’s telling the 
story.) 

According to the Washington 
Post, the groups are part of a com¬ 
plex Saudi-based financial empire 
that U.S. investigators allege han¬ 
dled $1.7 billion since the mid- 
1990s, sending some of it to 
groups that Operation Green 
Quest has accused as linked to ter¬ 
rorists. 

Mirza also was an officer of the 
Saar Foundation, a defunct non¬ 
profit organization started in the 
1970s by members of a wealthy 
Saudi family to raise money for 
educational and technology pro¬ 
jects in developing Islamic coun¬ 
tries. It was dissolved in December 
2000. 

To date, the task force claims to 
have seized $11 million and ar¬ 
rested 93 people said (but not 
proven) to have been involved in 
terrorist financing operations. 

No arrests or charges have re¬ 
sulted from the ongoing investiga¬ 
tion, yet the Cardinals fired 
Mirza’s firm for being accused. 

According to campaign finance 
reports, on May 30,2000, Hisham 
Altalib, the Saar Foundation vice 
president, gave $1,000 to Bush for 
President.

ALERT: Find out about medicines that should NOT be taken with SUSTIVA 
Please also read the section "MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH SUSTIVA." 

Read this information before you start taking SUSTIVA. Read it again each time you 
refill your prescription, in case there is any new information. This leaflet provides a 
summary about SUSTIVA and does not include everything there is to know about your 
medicine. This information is not meant to take the place of talking with your doctor. 

What is SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is a medicine used in combination with other medicines to help treat infection 
with Human Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV), the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). SUSTIVA is a type of anti-HIV drug called a “non-nucleoside reverse 
transcriptase inhibitor” (NNRTI). 

SUSTIVA works by lowering the amount of HIV in the blood (viral load). SUSTIVA 
must be taken with other anti-HIV medicines. When taken with other anti-HIV medicines, 
SUSTIVA has been shown to reduce viral load and increase the. number of C04 cells, a 
type of immune cell in blood. SUSTIVA may not have these effects in every patient. 

SUSTIVA does not cure HIV or AIDS. People taking SUSTIVA may still develop other 
infections and complications. Therefore, it is very important that you stay under the care 
of your doctor. 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others. Therefore, 
continue to practice safe sex, and do not use or share dirty needles. 

What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA? 

Serious psychiatric problems. A small number of patients experience severe depression, 
strange thoughts, or angry behavior while taking SUSTIVA. Some patients have thoughts 
of suicide and a few have actually committed suicide. These problems tend to occur more 
often in patients who have had mental illness. Contact your doctor right away if you think 
you are having these psychiatric symptoms, so your doctor can decide if you should 
continue to take SUSTIVA. 

Common side effects. Many patients have dizziness, trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble 
concentrating, and/or unusual dreams during treatment with SUSTIVA. These side effects 
may be reduced if you take SUSTIVA at bedtime on an empty stomach. They also tend 
to go away after you have taken the medicine for a few weeks. If you have these common 
side effects, such as dizziness, it does not mean that you will also have serious psychiatric 
problems, such as severe depression, strange thoughts, or angry behavior. Tell your 
doctor right away if any of these side effects continue or if they bother you. It is possible 
that these symptoms may be mpre severe if SUSTIVA is used with alcohol or mood 
altering (street) drugs. 

If you are dizzy, have trouble concentrating, or are drowsy, avoid activities that may 
be dangerous, such as driving or operating machinery. 

Rash is common. Rashes usually go away without any change in treatment. In a small 
number of patients, rash may be serious. It you develop a rash, call your doctor right 
away. Rash may be a serious problem in some children. Tell your child’s doctor right 
away if you notice rash or any other side effects while your child is taking SUSTIVA. 
Other common side effects include tiredness, upset stomach, vomiting, and diarrhea. 
Changes in body fat. Changes in body fat develop in some patients taking anti-HIV 
medicine. These changes may include an increased amount of fat in the upper back and 
neck ("buffalo hump”), in the breasts, and around the trunk. Loss of fat from the legs, arms, 
and face may also happen. The cause and long-term health effects of these fat changes 
are not known. 

Tell your doctor or healthcare provider if you notice any side effects while taking SUSTIVA. 
Contact your doctor before stopping SUSTIVA because of side effects or for any 
other reason. 

This is not a complete list of side effects possible with SUSTIVA. Ask your doctor or 
pharmacist for a more complete list of side effects of SUSTIVA and all the medicines 
you will take. 


How should I take SUSTIVA (efavirenz)? 

General Information 

• You should take SUSTIVA on an empty stomach, preferably at bedtime. 

• Swallow SUSTIVA with water. 

• Taking SUSTIVA with food increases the amount of medicine in your body, which 
may increase the frequency of side effects. 

• Taking SUSTIVA at bedtime may make some side effects less bothersome. 

• SUSTIVA must be taken in’ combination with other anti-HIV medicines. If you take 
only SUSTIVA, the medicine may stop working. 

• Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to take SUSTIVA, take the missed dose 
right away, unless it is almost time for your next dose. Do not double the next dose. 
Carry on with your regular dosing schedule. If you need help in planning the best 
times to take your medicine, ask your doctor or pharmacist. 

• Take the exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor prescribes. Never change the dose on 
your own. Do not stop this medicine unless your doctor tells you to stop. 

• If you believe you took more than the prescribed amount of SUSTIVA, contact your 
local Poison Control Center or emergency room right away. 

• Tell your doctor if you start any new medicine or change how you take old ones. Your 
doses may need adjustment. 

• When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. 
This is very important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the 
medicine is stopped for even a short time. The virus may develop resistance to 
SUSTIVA and become harder to treat. 

• Your doctor may want to do blood tests to check for certain side effects while you 
take SUSTIVA. 

Capsules 

• The dose of SUSTIVA capsules for adults is 600 mg (three 200 mjj capsules, taken 
together) once a day by mouth. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower (see 

Can children take SUSTIVA?). 

Tablets 

• The dose of SUSTIVA tablets for adults is 600 mg (one tablet) once a day by mouth. 

Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes, children who are able to swallow capsules can take SUSTIVA. Rash may be a serious 
problem in some children. Tell your child’s doctor right away if you notice rash or any 
other side effects while your child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA for children 
may be lower than the dose for adults. Capsules containing lower doses of SUSTIVA are 
available. Your child's doctor will determine the right dose based on your child’s weight. 

Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA If you are allergic to the active ingredient, efavirenz, or to any of 
the inactive .ingredients. Your doctor and pharmacist have a list of the inactive ingredients. 

What should I avoid while taking SUSTIVA? 

• Women taking SUSTIVA should not become pregnant. Serious birth defects have been 
seen in animals treated with SUSTIVA. It is not known whether this could happen in 
humans. Tell your doctor right away it you are pregnant. Also talk with your doctor 
if you want to become pregnant. 

• Women should not rely only on hormone-based birth control, such as pills, injections, 
or implants, because SUSTIVA may make these contraceptives ineffective. Women must 
use a reliable form of barrier contraception, such as a condom or diaphragm, even if 
they also use other methods of birth control. 

• Do not breast-feed if you are taking SUSTIVA. The Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention recommend that mothers with HIV not breast-feed because they can pass 
the HIV through their milk to the baby. Also, SUSTIVA may pass through breast milk 
and cause serious harm to the baby. Talk with your doctor if you are breast-feeding. 
You may need to stop breast-feeding or use a different medicine. 

• Taking SUSTIVA with alcohol or other medicines causing similar side effects as 
SUSTIVA, such as drowsiness, may increase those side effects. 

• Do not take any other medicines without checking with your doctor. These medicines 
include prescription and non-prescription medicines and herbal products, especially 
St. John’s wort. 

Before using SUSTIVA, tell your doctor if you 

• have problems with your liver, or have hepatitis. Your doctor may want to do tests 
to check your liver while you take SUSTIVA. 

• have ever had mental illness or are using drugs or alcohol. 


What important information should I know about taking other medicines with 
SUSTIVA (efavirenz)? 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines, including ones for HIV, and cause 
serious side effects. Your doctor may change your other medicines or change their 
doses. Other medicines, including herbal products, may affect SUSTIVA. For this reason, 

it is very important to: 

• Let all your doctors and pharmacists know that you take SUSTIVA. , 

• Tell your doctors and pharmacists about all medicines you take. This includes those 
you buy over-the-counter and herbal or natural remedies. 

Bring all your prescription and non-prescription medicines as well as any herbal 
remedies that you are taking when you see a doctor, or make a list of their names, how 
much you take, and how often you take them. This will give your doctor a complete picture 
of the medicines you use. Then he or she can decide the best approach for your situation. 

Taking SUSTIVA with St. John’s wort (hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold 
as a dietary supplement, or products containing St. John's wort is not recommended. 
Talk with your doctor if you are taking or are planning to take St. John’s wort. Taking 
St. John’s wort may decrease SUSTIVA levels and lead to increased viral load and possible 
resistance to SUSTIVA or cross-resistance to other anti-HIV drugs. 

MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH SUSTIVA 

The following medicines may cause serious and life-threatening side effects when taken 
with SUSTIVA. You should not take any of these medicines while taking SUSTIVA’*: 

• Hismanal® (astemizole)

My first 

San Francisco Pride Pa¬ 
rade was 1991. That morning, I was a 
bit bewildered to find myself clad in black, 
red and rainbow polyester, my beat-up horn 
under one arm, standing in the middle of rows of rain¬ 
bow musicians, blinking in the sunshine. I was just coming 
out, had joined the San Francisco Lesbian/Gay Freedom Band 
a couple of months before, and hadn’t played trumpet in 10 
years. The Dykes on Bikes gunned their engines ahead of us and 
took off in a cloud of prideful exhaust. A whistle blew, we turned the 
corner onto Market Street, and what I can only describe as a massive 
roar rose up the faces of the skyscrapers and surrounded us the entire 
length of the parade. 

That long roar was my first clue that this was not your average com¬ 
munity band. The year I joined, I began to hear stories about the Free¬ 
dom Band, and its heroes recounted like tribal legends. The band was the 
first gay music group in the country. Jon Sims, its founder, leapt before 
it like a gazelle. Its ranks spanned a full city-block, and were filled with 
musicians, flag-bearers, twirlers and tap-dancers. Gay music and dance 
groups in San Francisco and across the country sprang forth from it. 
Sims took the band to Davies Symphony Hall, to Bread & Roses at 
the Greek Theatre, to Francis Ford Coppola’s 40th birthday 
party, to Bette Midler book-signings, and to fundraisers at 
Dianne Feinstein’s home, where she stored an unbeliev¬ 
able collection of shoes. 

This year, for the band’s 25th anniversary, 
videographers Billy Green (a trombone 
player who joined in 1991) and 
Chip Hoover decided

ur aggressive Filipino- 
American cabbie got cut off 
as we merged"into Dupont 
Circle, by a Towncar bearing 
diplomatic plates. He let loose a 
torrent of invective in what we 
presumed was Tagalog. At the 
light, he began honking his horn 
and shouting, “Saddam Hus¬ 
sein!” waving wildly at a man on 
the sidewalk, swarthy with a thick, 
black mustache. Noting Out 
There’s discomfort, he laughed 
and assured us the man was his 
friend, not Iraqi but Egyptian, and 
here in our nation’s capital legal¬ 
ly. The Night Cabbie had even 
been trying to get this guy a job, 
but the Saddam lookalike had a 
poor grasp on the intricacies of 
English. “And I tell him to shave 
off his mustache. Is very unpopu¬ 
lar in America.” 

While coalition forces con¬ 
quered sovereign nations last 
week, OT went on our own 
wartime-capitals tour to Washing¬ 
ton, DC, and London, those very 
hearts of the Anglo-American in¬ 
vasion. Call us fearless, call us 
foolish, just don’t call us late for 
the reconstruction! We figured it 
was time that the troops on the 
home-front got inspected, too. 

The pilot of our flight into 
(you should pardon the ex¬ 
pression) Ronald Rea¬ 
gan National Airport 
warned us that no-one 
was allowed to leave 
their seats, even for a 
potty break, starting 30 
minutes before our 
final approach.

There was little out¬ 
ward evidence that 
the city had been 
taken over by a re¬ 
actionary invasion 
force (Bush II), but then we spent 
our time in the leafier districts 
Northwest of Capitol Hill, streets 
dotted with embassies and the res¬ 
idences of the city’s permanent 
civil-service.

bureaucrat — we didn’t ask, he 
told! 

While in DC we read Washing¬ 
ton, the smacking-good memoir 
by the late Meg Greenfield, the 
Washington Post Editorial Page 
Editor and Pulitzer winner (Pub- 
licAffairs). She was an insider with 
a good sense of perspective, and 
here she recounts the whole cast 
of characters she’s known, using 
high-school social life as the most 
useful metaphor. Think of such 
eternal types as The Good Child 
or Teacher’s Pet, argues Green¬ 
field, and you understand the 
power-brokers of Washington. 

“Journalism was what made 
me begin to finish my sentences 
and take the heat for a completed 
thought,” Greenfield writes, and 
she’s never afraid to name names, 
whether she’s referencing the “un¬ 
pleasant lunging” of former Sen. 
Bob Packwood, or weighing the 
pros and cons of outing Nixon 
chief of staff H.R. Haldeman’s 
son Peter Haldeman (gay gay 
gay!) 

Face to vase 

While Baghdad’s National Mu¬ 
seum of Antiquities was being 
plundered, an affront to civiliza¬ 
tion as heinous as ransacking the 
Louvre or the Met, we spent cock¬ 
tail hour at’The Phillips Collec¬ 
tion, enjoying a jazz pianist and 
sipping vino in Its music room 
hanging with Picassos and a 
Bacon. The National Library and 
Archives in Baghdad burned to 
ashes; in DC, Bush fiddled. 

Rummy on the pillaging of an¬ 
tiquities: “It’s the same picture of 
some person walking out of some 
building with a vase, and you see it 
20 times and you think, my good¬ 
ness, were there that many vases? 
Is it possible there were that many 
vases in the whole country?” 

No-one fully realized just how 
dangerous these guys were, back 
in 2000 when they seized power, 
but now we know what kind of 
civilization we (and the world) get 
when we hand the keys of the 
kingdom over to the Pentagon. 

Dickens serialized in the 
penny press, Twain serialized in 
the American equivalent, and 
now, so does Out There! Next 
“ week: We go to London when it 
sizzles. T

Messing with 'Queer Theory at the Exit Theatre

he university professor in 
John Fisher’s Queer Theory 
had a brother who, after 
gender reassignment surgery, is 
now his sister. But even though 
the prof is brazenly gay and a 
noted expert in queer studies, he 
can’t wrap his head around what 
his brother/sister has done. A 
transsexual, he says, “is a bottom 
trapped in a homophobe’s body.” 

That’s not a notion often heard 
uttered from the stage, and 
though the play proceeds to make 
moot that philosophy, it is not 
necessarily meant to be rejected 
out of hand. 

In plays ranging from Medea - 


the Musical to the recent Amnesia 
at Theatre Rhino (where he is now 
artistic director), the prolific Fish¬ 
er has often messed around with 
sexual and gender pigeonholes. 
But while his earlier works have 
left it to audiences to glean any 
ideas that emerge from the any- 
thing-goes theatrics, Queer Theory 
puts forward its ideas in the dia¬ 
logue of debate. 

At least, it does so through 
much of the first act of the Impact 
Theatre production, before infec¬ 
tious cases of sudden gender reas¬ 
signments begin spreading 
through the characters with hel- 
lzapoppin’ glee. First it’s the pro¬ 
fessor who finds his genitalia mor¬ 
phing from male to female and 
back again, and soon not only 


gender but identity begins shuf¬ 
fling the characters to the point 
that no one can be sure who he or 
she is talking to. 

The confusion reaches its 
zenith in a name-game scene that 
has the eight characters trying to 
develop a complicated system that 
lets the others know who is speak¬ 
ing, who is being spoken to, and 
maybe even who’s on first. It’s a 
tongue-twisting melange that isn’t 
as funny as the complicated setup 
might indicate. 

The play is actually most inter¬ 
esting before Fisher, who has di¬ 
rected his own play on the sparsest 
of sets, turns to vaudeville, bur¬ 
lesque, and some mildly engaging 
song and dance, to murkily illu¬ 
minate a set of gender theories 


that lead to a simplistic be-your- 
self moral. The program includes 
a bibliography of published works 
on transsexuality, intersexuality, 
and Renaissance “gender slip¬ 
page,” and the ideas that Fisher 
has borrowed give substance to 
the intriguing first-act debates 
among the professor, his students, 
and his sister. 

Matt Weimer amusingly plays 
the professor as a bit of bitch- 
queen, and the always-striking 
Matthew Martin plays his sister 
with a veteran’s panache. Valerie 
Weak does commendable work as 
the professor’s female side, and 
there is agreeable support from 
Victoria Cuatero, David Ballog, 
Andrew Harkins, and the general¬ 
ly naked Pete Caslavka. ▼

ad Harry Kondoleon not 
died of AIDS in 1994, his 
name might today be 
grouped with Christopher Du- 
rang, Nicky Silver, and even Joe 
Orton, playwrights who often cre¬ 
ate goofily surreal eviscerations of 
status-quo society. But Kon¬ 
doleon, who did most of his pro¬ 
duced writing in the 1980s, didn’t 
have the chance to mature as a 
gay/queer playwright, someone 
who could gain real control over 
the absurdities he conjures on 
stage. 

Encounters with Kondoleon’s 
plays can be rewarding, and the 
infrequency of their productions 
adds to the lure when they do turn 
up. The Shotgun Players of Berke¬ 
ley have found an affinity with 
Kondoleon, having staged his Life 
on Mars in 1999 and, currently, 
The Vampires to positive effect. 

Once again the venue is La 
Val’s Subterranean, a basement 
theater of reach-out-and-touch 
intimacy that helps compensate 
for the lack of production ameni¬ 
ties. Though Marilyn Stanley’s 
star-spangled costumes do get a 
showcase in the second act, the 
compact no-frills environment 
concentrates focus on the perfor¬ 
mances. Fortunately, director 


Joanie McBrien’s production is 
made up of performances that can 
withstand and often reward this 
scrutiny. 

The play’s off-the-wall sensibil¬ 
ities are signaled in the opening 
minutes, when the hyper-chirpy 
CC (played with polished brass by 
Beth Donohue) arrives home and, 
in a swoop, is bitten on the neck by 
her husband Ian (a slyly appealing 
Patrick Dooley). He has decided to 
become a vampire as a way to get 
some life back into his life. The 
vampirish Ian is also a theatre crit¬ 
ic, and his showy embrace of evil 
helps him justify his recent review 
that drove an actor to suicide. 

Ian has even turned his pen on 
his own brother, a beer-and-bar- 
becue carpenter of cabinets who 
has written a leaden patriotic play 
that brother Ian then skewered in 
print. Ed (the believably rougher- 
hewn Dave Maier) wants revenge, 
but will settle for a rewrite of his 
play and a living-room produc¬ 
tion for a group of VIPs. In addi¬ 
tion to this sibling rivalry, the 
brothers’ spouses (Donohue and 
the deceptively willowy Kimberly 
Wilday) release their own pent-up 
angers, often involving Zivia 
(bratty but winsome Nina Auslan- 
der). She is Ed and Pat’s heavy- 
into-Goth daughter, who dances 
like a skeleton to music by 
Screamin’ Jay Hawkins. She also

reg Walloch pulls a Sally 
Struthers in the opening 
moments of White Disabled 
Talent. In a voice quavering with 
empathy, Walloch says that for the 
cost of only one Starbucks latte a 
day, you can “adopt” an illiterate 
Chelsea gay boy, get a picture of 
your cute adoptee, and receive let¬ 
ters detailing his progress — in 
one case, progressing from read¬ 
ing Stroke magazine to Armistead 
Maupin’s Tales of the City.

shoots heroin, gets sent to an 
ashram for detox, and ends up 
marrying a messianic guru (a be¬ 
atific Robert Martinez). 

The play is filled with choice 
tidbits, such as an allegorical de- 
construction of vintage sitcoms, 
but all the ingredients begin to 
lose cohesion as the play progress¬ 
es toward a comically lazy conclu¬ 
sion. Getting there is fun, and a 


belated chance to experience a 
second rough gem by Harry Kon¬ 
doleon makes the experience the¬ 
atrically-intriguing as well. T

ended at about 40 minutes, and 
felt somewhat undernourished. 

The LA-born Walloch, now a 
New Yorker, has been performing 
variations on White Disabled Tal¬ 
ent for a decade, and newspaper 
and magazine articles have indi¬ 
cated that his un-PC comments 
have sometimes riled other dis¬ 
abled people. In its current incar¬ 
nation, it’s hard to see which mo¬ 
ments those might be. 

Maybe in the moments when 
Walloch challenges those wishing 
upon him either a physical or 
spiritual healing of his malfunc¬ 
tioning legs. There are other con¬ 
cerns higher on his self-improve¬ 
ment list, he says. He was particu¬ 
larly incensed when he read 


Louise Hay’s best-selling You Can 
Heal Your Life, in which she 
claimed that cerebral palsy was 
brought to this earth to bring love 
into the family. “Fuck Louise Hay,” 
he says, might be a useful mantra. 

But anger is rare, and when it 
does arise, its manifestation is 
mild. Walloch is more interested 
in moving on than getting even. 
His true mantra for coping with 
everyday vicissitudes is simply, 
“May I feel what I feel when I eat 
cake.” ▼

Center, is filled with genuinely 
amusing riffs on contemporary 
society as seen through the eyes of 
a gay man with cerebral palsy. It’s 
a scattershot show, one that ami¬ 
ably moves from subject to sub¬ 
ject, but without much sense of 
transition or dramatic build.

She was slen¬ 
der, attractive, youthful, energetic, 
and an excellent actress with an 
expressive face and voice. She was 
also a superb musician. 

“My greatest satisfaction is in 
making modern music come to 
life. The reason people don’t think 
they like contemporary scores is 
that they are seldom rehearsed 
enough. If the singer is not sure, 
what do you expect from the lis¬ 
teners?” 

Among other notable appear¬ 
ances in contemporary opera, 
Greenawald created roles in the 
world premieres of Carlisle 
Floyd’s Bilby’s Doll (Houston, 
1976), Thomas Pasatieri’s Wash¬ 
ington Square (Detroit, 1976) and 
Leonard Bernstein’s A Quiet Place 
(Houston, 1983). 

Because she was “typecast as a 
singer who could learn modern 
music,” as Greenawald says with¬ 
out rancor, she is used to working 
with living composers at the cen¬ 
ter of operatic creation. This 
makes her a natural fit for the 
Opera Center, SFO’s training 
wing, which includes the Merola 
Opera Program (even though it is 
financially independent of SFO), 
the Adler Fellowships, the 
Schwabacher Debut Recitals, and 
various educational programs for 
Bay Area schools. 

Greenawald will not, however, 
run Western Opera Theater any 
more. After a 35-year tenure as 
America’s only national opera 
touring company, its plug was 
pulled by the new Opera Center 
director in a move that angered 
nostalgists, but which was consis¬ 
tent with SFO’s current belt-tight¬ 
ening. “Everybody had to con¬ 
tribute,” Greenawald said recently. 
“WOT was terribly expensive and 
getting...” 

When her voice trailed off, I 
supplied the word “redundant.” 
She agreed. “WOT used to appear 
only where there was no other 
opera, but that’s not the case any 
more. When people in Virginia 
complained that WOT wouldn’t 
come back, I thought, ‘Then why 
doesn’t Virginia Opera minister to 
them?’ It’s all about facing reality, 
isn’t it? That $500,000 savings per 
season was the Opera Center’s

‘contribution’ to SFO’s fiscal 
health.” 

Stretching moves 

It’s unfortunate that the minor 
WOT flap may be the most expo¬ 
sure Greenawald gets before her 
charges deliver their first big 
event, Showcase 2003 at Fort 
Mason’s Cowell Theater starting 
April 25. This year it consists of 
three one-act operas all in English, 
including William Walton’s 
Chekhovian comedy, The Bear; 
Jack Beeson’s Dr. Heidegger's 
Fountain of Youth; and Ernst 
Toch’s Edgar and Emily, a piece 
that Greenawald herself has per¬ 
formed. 

“I deliberately picked these 
pieces to stretch the singers.” 
Though she may continue to sing 
(her last appearance was in Chica¬ 
go Lyric Opera’s Sweeney Todd), 
Greenawald is clearly enjoying 
respite from life as an operatic 
gypsy. 

“Coming back to San Francis¬ 
co is like coming home,” she told 
me. “I lived here five years when I 
was with Edo.” This plain declara¬ 
tion reminds us that, before the 
straight-laced Herbert Blomstedt, 
San Francisco Symphony’s music 
director Edo de Waart was what 
Greenawald calls “a serial 
monogamist,” with innumerable 
wives and girlfriends, of which 
one was Greenawald. It also brings 
up the fact that Greenawald had a 
well-earned reputation within the 
opera community as a bohemian 
free spirit. 

I couldn’t resist asking her if a 
story I’d heard years ago from 
tenor Neil Rosenshein was cor¬ 
rect. He claimed that on some op¬ 


eratic junket to a lady’s club in the 
Midwest, during the lesson scene 
in Barber of Seville, Greenawald 
had mischievously whispered off¬ 
color remarks to him. Pretending 
to play the piano and trying to 
sing without breaking up, Rosen¬ 
shein noticed that the blue-haired 
ladies in the front row were 
aghast. Apparently they had over¬ 
heard Greenawald’s ribaldries. Far 
from being offended by this story, 
Greenawald burst out laughing 
and claimed, “It’s true, except it 
was Neil making off-color re¬ 
marks to me!” 

Psyche reader 

The youthful high spirits and 
camaraderie of this anecdote, 
combined with the implied hard¬ 
ships of opera-on-the-fly, give 
Greenawald the perfect perspec¬ 
tive for dealing with her young 
charges. “You have to be a psy¬ 
chologist in this business,” she 
says. “I don’t want to brag, but 
after one rehearsal, I can always 
tell where the conductor and my 
colleagues are coming from. The 
same thing goes with these kids. I 
may have one soprano who seems 
extroverted, but you have to pull 
out the real emotion from inside, 
while another may seem closed 
' and have to be coaxed to express 
physically what she is feeling.” 

When her appointment was 
first announced, Greenawald said, 
“As a performer, I know the com¬ 
plications of being on stage, and I 
think I’ll be able to help artists go 
beyond the mundane technicali- 
ties of the life of a singer and dip 
into their reserves as human be¬ 
ings, reserves that will deepen and 
strengthen their performing 
skills.” Among her own “reserves” 
are a strong non-denominational 
religious bent (she recommends 
Matthew Fox’s Original Blessing 
— “Get it? the opposite of origi¬ 
nal sin?”— for spiritual awaken¬ 
ing), her 17-year-old daughter at 
school in West Virginia (“It’s a 
cliche, but we are much better 
friends now that we’re not living 
together”) and the NBA. 

Greenawald is so open and 
down-to-earth that you immedi¬ 
ately lose any “opera diva” awe you 
may have approached her with. 
But when the singer starts rifling 
knowledgeably on Stockton and 
Malone’s pick-and-roll moves and 
then says saucily, “I like any team 
but the Lakers,” my basketball Awe 
Meter goes over the top. As the 
saying goes, “The Lady’s got 
game.” ▼

he Margaret Jenkins Dance 

Company turns 30 this year. 

So our first question for the 
veteran choreographer has to be, 
“How does it feel to be 30?” 

“Well, I wish I was,” she laughs. 
“But having all this work from this 
time-period performed feels in¬ 
vigorating, overwhelming, and 
poignant, all of those things.” 

Our last conversation took 
place just after the horrific events 
of 9/11, when your reporter ob¬ 
served the rehearsals of Jenkins’ 
evening-length piece May I Now 
(18 Questions in the Space of an 
Answer). That time felt raw, and 
this time, with the US-UK 
takeover of Iraq only weeks old, 
feels just as bad, or worse. How 
does the world situation affect 
Jenkins and her work? 

“I feel more anxious,” she says, 
“yet I feel privileged to have the 
work, and the people I work with. 
But if I had a job in an office, I’d 
probably just be watching CNN 
all day. 

“I’m poised to be hopeful 
about our country, and our state 
of affairs,” she says quietly but 


firmly. Part of her optimism may 
come from how the dancemaking 
process frees her from her own 
isolation. “You go to rehearsals 
and do your work, and stay fo¬ 
cused. Art is to do fully what it 
does and does well. Also, my in¬ 
terest in making work is that it 
does provide all kinds of interest¬ 
ing questions.” 

Her May I Now did ask ques¬ 
tions and provoke. But the ques¬ 
tions it asked, and the responses it 
engendered, had to come from the 
audience as they related to the 
bodies of her dancers, which 
showed ambivalence, tension, 
and, of course, the technical exac¬ 
titude to let them see these things. 

Jenkins’ new piece, Fractured 
Fictions, set to a vaguely Asian, 
vaguely rock score by New Yorker 
Patrick Grant, is only 12 minutes 
long. Yet, seen at a rehearsal several 
Thursday afternoons ago, it seems 
related to its predecessor. There’s 
the same ordered chaos, and a sim¬ 
ilar focus on rhythmic/visual cross¬ 
cutting, which seems both surpris¬ 
ing and utterly natural. And there 
are the same moments of tender¬ 
ness expressed between male-fe¬ 
male dancers, and same-sex ones, 
which evaporate immediately, just 


Evolving women 

Encore's ' Darwin's Finches'

he Welsh air must have been 

good for playwright Claire 

Chafee, who retreated to a 
corner of Britain when her follow¬ 
up plays failed to match the suc¬ 
cess of Why We Have a Body. This 
emotional and creative regroup¬ 
ing has resulted in a fascinating 
new play about a broken family 
gingerly trying to find new ways of 
fitting back together. 

Chafee has said in interviews 
that Darwins Finches is a fiction¬ 
alized account of her own family, 
and while the details may have 
been changed, the emotions clam¬ 
or with a veracity that lets the off- 
kilteT specifics grow into some¬ 
thing much broader. The quality 
of Chafee’s script is matched step 
for step in the Encore Theatre 
Company’s world-premiere pro¬ 
duction at the Thick House on 
Potrero Hill. 

Darwins Finches is billed as “a 
romantic comedy for the de¬ 
pressed,” and that’s true enough as 
far as it goes, but Chafee’s play is 
more complex. The playwright 
challenges audiences to do more 
than simply hear her words, words 
that are seldom quite what is ex¬ 
pected in any given moment. To 
keep an audience off-balance isn t 
that hard, at least not until they 
lose interest. But Chafee creates in 
this domestic tale a kind of seat- 
of-your-pants suspense that sus¬ 
tains the dialogue even when it re¬ 
quires that you go with it. 

The play focuses on three sib¬ 
lings trying to cope in their adult 
lives despite baggage of a size that 
their mother must be carrying on 
one of those ocean liners that sells 
full-time residences. She has 
found a socially acceptable way to 
flee her family and its grim histo¬ 
ry. 

The darker parts of that histo¬ 
ry are revealed in small doses over 



as in American life. 

Back to the gym 

The site of the rehearsal is the 
high-ceilinged former gym at San 
Francisco’s UC Berkeley Exten¬ 
sion, which looks a bit different 
minus its basketball baskets, but 
with a timed-lighting system over¬ 
head now, and a new, black, and 
very danceable floor. Several 
members of Jenkins’ company — 
the full corps of six girls and three 
guys dance in this piece — are also 
new. But the very fine and much- 
awarded poet Michael Palmer, 
who’s worked with the dancemak- 
er from the outset, and who’s con¬ 
tributed ideas to Fractured Fic¬ 
tions, is still a quietly shaping force 
in her company. He’s tall and 
dressed in jeans, blue shirt open at 
the collar, and tennis shoes. His 
hair is gray, and his eyes, behind 
his glasses, are blue and definitely 
serious. 

Palmer is very concerned 
about the state of our world and 
our republic. “I think there’s a 
great need for art in times like 
these,” he says. “We have to keep 
open the conversation of language 
that’s always being threatened, 
and that’s so much threatened 
now by the disinformation that’s 
being thrown out. So whatever 
language that art is speaking — be 
it visual, bodily, or words — is 
needed now. 

“It’s not so much that art pro¬ 
vides an escape, but that it’s an al¬ 
ternative voice,” Palmer says. “Par-

ticularly with this Ad¬ 
ministration, which is 
such an art-free zone, 
in which there’s no 
respect for lan¬ 
guage, and which 
has a lack of his¬ 
torical knowl¬ 
edge, as well as a 
horrifying, doc¬ 
trinaire rigidity 
that leads to 
catastrophe 
historically. 

Since they 
don’t know 
history but in 
the most sim¬ 
plistic way, 
they’re setting 
themselves up for 
things to happen 
which always hap¬ 
pen when America 
goes crazy. People told 
me not to travel when 
the war was beginning, 
and I said,‘Look, one of 
the things I do is to use 
language, and what bet- •: 
ter time to be present than 
in the midst of a catastro¬ 
phe? You don’t run away 
from a catastrophe, you get 
on with it.’” 

Jenkins’ young Filipino- 
American dancer Manueli¬ 
to Biag is attracted by the cat¬ 
astrophic element in her group- 
made work. “Collaboration is like 
inviting storms to come and shake 
your world. It’s also great to be 




work¬ 
ing with a good 
group of very open people. We 
often catch ourselves in loops. 
Loops are at the heart of the show, 
and we sometimes surrender 
ourselves to the work, as if it had 
desires of its own. We also come 
to decisions rather than forcing 
them. We can’t describe what 
works until we see it. So there’s 
constant flux, invention, and no 
control freak. I think we can 
mock this government with our 
. dancing, with the brilliance and 
relentlessness of our art. Refuse 
their version of history.” 

So maybe that’s all we can do 
in these wacko times. Resist by 
doing something positive, even 
as the dark encroaches, and 
apocalypse seems to be knock¬ 
ing at your door. T

the course of the play, and should 
not be revealed here. But what is 
clear from the outset is that the 
siblings’ “elegant but tenuous ’ 
parents provided no emotional 
underpinnings to deal with trau¬ 
ma.

multaneously translates one of So¬ 
phie’s lectures with hilarious re¬ 
sults. 

Younger sister GiGi (Kate 
Sheehan) blossoms when she’s 
teaching at her grade school, but 
is afraid of even a ringing phone 
when she’s home alone. She can 
barely cope when her schizo¬ 
phrenic brother (Gabriel Carter), 
escorted by his full-time guardian 
(Warren Keith), pays a visit de¬ 
signed to address an unthinkable 
past incident. 

On James Faerron’s austere but 
stylish set, Lisa Steindler has di¬ 
rected Chafee’s play with sensitiv¬ 
ity, strength and nuance. The uni¬ 
formly excellent cast brings these 


awkwardly faceted characters to 
believable life. 

The play’s title refers to the 
Galapagos Islands finches that 
contributed to Charles Darwin’s 
theory of evolution. But at one 
point, Sophie challenges the no¬ 
tion of survival of the fittest, or at 
least of the historical notion of 
what constitutes a fit member of 
the human species. 

Darwins Finches, promised as 
the first part of a trilogy, is a play 
that digs deep to find the human¬ 
ity in its humans. What Chafee is 
promoting for herself and for her 
audiences is the courage to dig. T

If t’s all over but the looting. 

Well, that and the granting of 
1 lucrative (secret, no-bid) con¬ 
tracts for the rebuilding effort, like 
the one to the SF-based Bechtel 
Corporation estimated to be 
worth $680 million. Not only was 
the war on Iraq the sine qua non of 
Bush’s energy policy, it was also a 
neat way to put cash in the 
pockets of Big Business 
contributors. 

Ironically (or not), 
the most widely tele¬ 
vised war in US histo¬ 
ry has also been the 
most covert. Despite 
the presence of hun¬ 
dreds of em¬ 
bedded re¬ 
porters, what 
American audi¬ 
ences have seen has been a seem¬ 
ingly gritty but ultimately sani¬ 
tized version of the real war in 
which thousands of Iraqis were 
killed. 

What may actually put a nick 
in the Teflon of the Bush-Rums- 
feld-Wolfowitz presentation of the 
war is TV footage that wasn’t sup¬ 
posed to have any impact: the an¬ 
archy in the days immediately fol¬ 
lowing the deposing of Saddam 
Hussein’s regime. Smugness has 
always been a problem among the 
Bush team, and Sec. of Defense 
Donald Rumsfeld’s press confer¬ 
ence on the day the Baghdad an¬ 
tiquities museum was raided last 
week continues to dog the Ad¬ 
ministration. Archeologists, cura¬ 
tors and academics worldwide 
have protested the way US troops 
did nothing to stop the looting of 
the museum. Nightline focused on 
this public relations nightmare for 
Bush and Co., replete with Rums¬ 
feld’s dismissive comments to re¬ 
porters: “The media is just show¬ 
ing the same video [of the same 
looters] over and over again. How

many vases' can there be?” Titters 
from the press corps Rumsfeld 
terrorizes each day. 

Then the tricky little problem 
at the ministries of health, where 
looters stole some refrigerators 
filled with vials of deadly diseases, 
compounding the PR problems. 
Everything from AIDS and polio 
to black fever and Ebola are now 
missing. In its continued attempt 
to justify the war, the Bush Ad¬ 
ministration suggested there 
might also be biological 
weaponry such as an¬ 
thrax and smallpox 
among the missing 
items.

What we weren’t shown by the 
embedded was the 10-thick pres¬ 
ence of troops guarding the oil 
ministries in Baghdad. Those pic¬ 
tures did appear on BBC World- 
News television. 

Slip-slidin’ away 

Looting wasn’t the only PR 
problem for the Bush crew. Two 
wars down, and who knows how 
many left on the Bush agenda, and 
the goals of those wars have yet to 
be met, as TV news programs 
keep reiterating. Osama bin Laden 
(remember him?) and Saddam 
Hussein are MIA. The President 
let slip to reporters last week that 
military intervention into Syria 
“cannot be ruled out,” given that 
Hussein could be there, and he 
might have taken those pesky 
weapons of mass destruction with 
him (because those fit so neatly 
into the pocket of a flak jacket). So 
stay tuned. The Bush oil anschluss 
may have just begun. 

That was certainly the impres¬ 
sion we were given when we 
watched National Security Advi¬ 
sor Condoleezza Rice on (of all 
things) Oprah last week. (Oprah 
looks terrific with her new 
sportin’ ’do, we might add.)

Subversive in Japan 

'Hush' takes on family values at the Castro

ou have a father’s eyes.” A 
young Japanese woman ut¬ 
ters these words to a young 
man she knows to be gay but in 
the closet, which makes him a per¬ 
fect candidate for a little project 
she has in mind. 

In Hush, opening Friday at the 
Castro Theatre, Asako (Kataoka 
Reiko) spends her days sculpting 
crowns and bridges at a dentist’s 
office, and her nights sleeping 
with pretty boys who like sex 
without rubbers. A visit to her gy¬ 
necologist produces some unset¬ 
tling news: sleeping around has 
given her fibroid cysts. Her doctor 
matter-of-factly suggests that she 
have a hysterectomy. Asako has an 
unpleasant ride home with her 
grouchy, old cab-driver father. Ap¬ 
proaching 30, Asako finds that the 
men in her life are a pain in the 
ass. 

Having lunch at a suburban 
noodle shop, she spots a pair of 
young men in a booth whom she 
immediately suspects'are lovers. 
Leaving the restaurant, one of the 
pair, Katsuhiro (Tanabe Seiichi), 
offers her the loan of his umbrel¬ 
la, to the dismay of his boyfriend, 
Naoya (Takahashi Kazuya), who 
has a hunch that this may not be a 
completely innocent encounter. 


Later that night, Asako breaks 
Katsuhiro’s umbrella over the 
dyed head of her snarky little 
boyfriend. Using the return of a 
new umbrella as a pretext, Asako 
boldly confronts Katsuhiro at his 
workplace (an indoor water-tank 
used to test boat designs), shock¬ 
ing him both with her knowledge 
of his relationship with Naoya, 
and her proposal that she and 
Katsuhiro make a baby together, 
without the bother of sex or any 
messy romance. 

Upon hearing the proposal, 
Naoya is furious and tries to sabo¬ 
tage Asako’s plan by inviting her 
out for a grim night at a local gay 
bar. Asako endures cruel and 
crude teasing from one of Naoya’s 
buddies, a boorish twink. Leaving 
the bar, Asako lets Naoya know 
she’s onto his game, and she’s 
sticking to her plan to have a child 
by Katsuhiro. 

Heady mix 

Director Hashiguchi Ryosuke’s 
film is a comedy based on the 
weird specificity of Japanese fam¬ 
ily values. What begins with a 
pretty boy nerd of an engineer 
trying to sneak out of a one- 
night-stand with an openly gay 
lad with strong nesting instincts 
winds up becoming, in the end, a 
far bolder and complicated 
menage. 


As Katsuhiro and Naoya start 
playing house, they are confronted 
with the volcanic differences in 
their personalities and aims in life: 
Katsuhiro, with his fear of not 
coming out as. gay at a workplace 
dominated by drunken frat-boys 
and husband-seeking spinsters, 
while at the same avoiding being 
alone in a society where family ties 
are everything. 

Naoya has less to fear being 
out, what with his low-status job 
at an eccentric pet shop (in a 
spoof of pet-centered lunacy, with 
parallels to the innovative human 
breeding experiments going on). 
Also, Naoya has had to fight for 
his freedom to live with a man, 
with his dragon-lady of a mother 
who keeps pestering him to go for 
a fake marriage. Naoya’s mom 
adds nutty energy to the climactic 
scene where Katsuhiro J s family 
goes into a frenetic tizzy that will 
either lead to meltdown or lift-off. 

Despite its complicated sub¬ 
plots, family histrionics and slow 
pacing, Hush is a small gem of a 
social comedy with a solid core 
cast. Like Ang Lee’s Wedding Ban¬ 
quet, it uses the recipe of two gay 
guys, a girl and a baby to turn re¬ 
spectable Asian family mores up¬ 
side-down and inside-out. T

Enlightenment 

F ine-art photographer James Scott Geras, who is famed in the 
San Francisco leather community and beyond for his side 
hobby—capturing the beefy images that adorn the SoMa Bare 
Chest Calendars — runs a wonderful art space in the Castro, Ate¬ 
lier Studio Gallery, along with his partner, the painter Daniel Tou- 
signant, and the two of them are welcoming the public to another 
grand suaree in honor of artist Nick Dong’s brilliant new installa¬ 
tion, “The Enlightenment Room,” opening at Atelier on Saturday, 
April 26, with a champagne reception from 4-10 p.m. 

In addition to showcasing their own works in the elegant space, 
Geras and Tousignant regularly devote gallery space to the works of 
outside, cutting-edge artists. Parties for their openings have been 
high-profile affairs, with all the gay and art-world gliteratti in at¬ 
tendance. Their successes have made them the talk of the town — 
and certainly the toast of the Castro. 

Dong’s temple installation consists of a 4’ x 14’ x 8’ chamber 
with seat constructed of 15,000 hand-made porcelain tiles lit from 
within by 633 LEDs in a 24kt gold lamp. The lamp is triggered 
when one sits on the stool in the darkness. Gradually the light 
brightens to full intensity, bringing that moment of full-awakening 
To sit in the chair — which sells for a breathtaking $ 105,000 — 
you must wear white to the party; if not, a white lab coat will be 
provided. The event is free of charge and open to the public; how¬ 
ever you must RSVP your chair-sitting reservation. 

In his artist’s statement, Dong says he is drawn to aspects of the 
material in his work that “can be precious, delicate, smooth, ele¬ 
gant and refined.” Certainly he attains a high degree of sensuous¬ 
ness in “The Enlightenment Room,” with its seductive smoothness 
and soothing lights. He works in mixed-media installations, such as 
this one, as well as in metalsmithing. In drawing people in, he 
hopes to make them aware of his concerns for our culture and liv¬ 
ing condition. A meditation space is just what the doctor ordered. 

“I want to create an environment and provide a rich experience 
that contains multiple sensations,” explains Dong, and clearly he’s 
up to the task. ▼

A Arts cover 

it was time to pin down those leg¬ 
ends. Green and Hoover have 
recorded a decade of perfor¬ 
mances, and Hoover has restored 
archival film and audio recordings 
of some landmark concerts. Inter¬ 
views with band members, con¬ 
ductors and community leaders 
supplement that media. The re¬ 
sulting documentary on the 
band’s history will show how it 
parallels the emergence and 
growth of the Gay Castro. A work- 
in-progress preview of the doc 
opens the band’s 25th anniversary 
celebration this Saturday, April 26, 
at Everett Middle School, where 
the band gave its first concert 25 
years ago. The celebration also 
features sing-alongs; appearances 
by Trauma Flintstone, Jose Sarria 
and Donna Sachet; an archival 
display; and a multimedia show. 

Great fanfare 

When people tell you about the 
band’s beginnings, invariably they 


want to explain the political cli¬ 
mate of the Castro in 1978. The 
Castro had only a few gay-owned 
businesses. Bars were virtually the 
only social setting for gay people. 
The gay community had just 
elected Harvey Milk, the nation’s 
first openly gay man politician, to 
the board of supes. In reaction to 
the gay lib movement, Anita 
Bryant was campaigning to roll 
back gay rights in Florida, and 
California Senator John Briggs 
sponsored an initiative that would 
ban gays and lesbians from teach¬ 
ing in this state. 

In ’78, gays’ rights as American 
citizens were openly debated. In 
the ’78 Pride Parade, Milk rode in 
an open convertible up Market 
St., the gay community’s elected 
official parading up “Main Street” 
in its hometown parade. When 
Jon Sims introduced an American 
marching band to the tableau, 
claiming a piece of American cul¬ 
ture for the Castro, the response 
was resounding. 

“It began with great fanfare,” 
said Ambassador James Hormel. 
“It energized not just this com-

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munity, but communities across 
the country. It started a whole 
movement toward orchestral and 
choral activities in the lesbian/gay 
constituency.” 

“We almost can’t understand 
what that’s like these days,” said 
Band Artistic Director Emeritus 
Nancy Corporon. “It was a gath¬ 
ering of spirits, and with Jon in 
front with the kind of musical ex¬ 
perience and charisma required, 
off they went. I mean, they caught 
a wave.” 

“It was very exciting,” said pho¬ 
tographer/activist Greg Day. “It 
was a new idea. The Band was a 
symbol of our community, a very 
exuberant, upbeat symbol. People 
got excited when it came down 
the street. It was like their home- 
band that they’d grown up 
event if the band 
show up. There wasn’t an 
event that the band didn’t come 
to.” 

Community wrestling 

The enthusiasm surrounding 
the first parade led to concerts, 
and Sims formed new gay music 
groups, including the Gay Men’s 
Chorus, the Lesbian Chorus, Pure 
Trash, the Tap Troupe, and Lamb¬ 
da Pro Musica orchestra. There 
were sold-out performances, men 
crying in their seats, standing ova¬ 
tions, and new outfits. As the Cas- 
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tro continued to wrestle with its 
identity, so did the band. There 
was a major uproar over whether 
or not to add “Lesbian” to its 
name, and 10 years later in the 
Castro, an elderly man was still 
shaking his cane in my face, in¬ 
sisting that “Lesbian” had no place 
’’on our bass drum. 

“Of course, like all positive 
symbols, the Band got caught in 
the crossfire of those days,” said 
Day. “In those days, men and 
women were very much divided. 
The band became kind of a mi¬ 
crocosm of all the problems in the 
community that had to be re¬ 
solved. And because it’s a musical 
group, in order to perform, they 
had to work it out.” 

Getting a clear picture of Jon 
Sims, founder of the band and the 
entire Gay Music Movement, was 
a bit like chasing after Citizen 
Kane’s Rosebud. Contradicting 
opinions abound. He was a clean- 
cut farmboy from Kansas. He was 
a polished musician with high 
professional standards. He was too 
dictatorial. He was too democrat¬ 
ic. He had no interest in politics. 
He was extremely savvy in his pol¬ 
itics. Whether or not they agreed 
with his methods, everyone 
agreed that Jon loved music, and 
his energy and charisma moved 
people to join him. 

“I’ve heard it said about Duke 
Ellington, he could make you do 
things that you didn’t know you 


could do, and that’s very much the 
way I think of Jon Sims,” said 
Doug Woods, drummer in the 
bands Pure Trash and City Swing. 
“He had a way of making people 
feel that what they were about to 
play was really important, it was a 
statement about who we are. It 
just amazes me, looking back, that 
he got the performances out of 
people that he did.” 

“He did not just march down 
the street, this man strutted,” said 
Nancy Johnsen, former Board 
President. “His back was bent, his 
baton was up in the air, his knees 
were up in the air. I mean, he 
pranced down the street. And the 
audience ate it up.” 

Today, 25 years after its first 
march up Market St., the band 
continues to reflect its evolving 
community. It plays for its com¬ 
munity’s weddings at City Hall, it 
marches in the city’s parades (re¬ 
minding people that GLBT people 
come from all cultural back¬ 
grounds), and it greets high 
school students at the Hayward 
Gay Prom to drown out the voic¬ 
es of protesters. Its story contin¬ 
ues. ▼

ow that the fall/winter 
opera season is over in San 
Francisco, and the Met has 
concluded its 2003 Saturday 
broadcasts, that doesn’t mean we 
have to go cold turkey until the 
summer operas. Three fresh 
DVDs should hold us for a while, 
and there’s a store of new releases 
on the horizon. 

Carmen - Georges Bizet; von 
Otter; Haddock; Naouri; Milne; 
London Philharmonic Orchestra; 
The Glyndebourne Chorus; 

Philippe Jordan; Tecwyn Evans 
(Opus Arte) 

Luxuriously recorded on two 
discs, with many extra features, 
this Glyndebourne Festival pro¬ 
duction may be one of the hottest 
interpretations of Bizet’s timeless 
classic in years. 

Known for her recital perfor¬ 
mances and extensive discogra¬ 
phy, mezzo-soprano Anne Sofie 



von Otter here makes an impres¬ 
sive showing as the gypsy girl with 
a heart of tarnished gold. Her 
overtly sexual portrayal is consid¬ 
ered and intelligent, but she never 
seems to be having much fun with 
it. 

Singing the “Habanera” with 
cigar clenched between her teeth 
and flirting compulsively with 


dead eyes may fit with director 
David McVicar’s ominous vision, 
but von Otter’s sweaty sensuality 
can seem labored and overanx¬ 
ious. She looks and sounds pre¬ 
dictably right without showing 
much charm or humor. 

Marcus Haddock makes a suit¬ 
ably straight-laced Don Jose, 
singing well and growing believ¬ 
ably desperate. Both of the lovers 
are neurotic from the top, but 
again it works for the production. 
Jose’s final explosion of violence 
seems at once shocking and in¬ 
evitable. 

Lisa Milne’s Micaela stands 
outside the central conflict, as if 
she wandered in from another 
company. Her anxiety is only ex¬ 
pressed vocally, and she hits the 
notes with an edgy quality that at 
least adds character. 

A welcome addition is Laurent 
Naouri’s fully-realized toreador. 
Carmen wants him for an escape 
clause, and all the other girls crave 
his dark good looks and sexy 
pants. He certainly fulfills their ex¬ 


pectations. 

Lesser roles are well-portrayed, 
and the visual production is par¬ 
ticularly effective. The small Glyn¬ 
debourne stage is gorgeously 
filled, and I don’t think I have ever 
seen the dances or fights done bet¬ 
ter. Choreographer Andrew 
George and Fight Director 
Nicholas Hall are each featured in 
well-deserved extra segments. 

Here is a dark, modern take on 
Carmen inside a traditional set¬ 
ting. Add the benefits of Philippe 
Jordan’s sensitive conducting, and 
you might want to visit the beau¬ 
tiful gardens of Glyndebourne via 
DVD.

Ask your doctor if you 
have any questions about KALETRA. 

What is KALETRA and how does it work? 

KALETRA is a combination of two medicines. They are lopinavir and 
ritonavir. KALETRA is a type of medicine called an HIV (human immun¬ 
odeficiency virus) protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. KALETRA is always 
used in combination with other anti-HTV medicines to treat people with 
human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. KALETRA is for adults 
and for children age 6 months and older. 

HIV infection destroys CD4 (T) cells, which are important to the immune 
system. After a large number of T cells are destroyed, acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome (AIDS) develops. 

KALETRA blocks HIV protease, a chemical which is needed for HIV to 
multiply. KALETRA reduces the amount of HIV in your blood and increas¬ 
es the number of T cells. Reducing the amount of HIV in the blood reduces 
the chance of death or infections that happen when your immune system is 
weak (opportunistic infections). 

Does KALETRA cure HIV or AIDS? 

KALETRA does not cure HTV infection or AIDS. The long-term 
effects of KALETRA are not known at this time. People taking 
KALETRA may still get opportunistic infections or other conditions 
that happen with HIV infection. Some of these conditions are pneu¬ 
monia, herpes virus infections, and Mycobacterium avium complex 
(MAC) infections. 

Does KALETRA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

KALETRA does not reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sex¬ 
ual contact or blood contamination. Continue to practice safe sex and do 
not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take KALETRA? 

• You should stay under a doctor’s care when taking KALETRA. Do not change 
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• You must take KALETRA every day exactly as your doctor prescribed it. 
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• Do not change your dose or stop taking KALETRA without first talking 
with your doctor. 

• When your KALETRA supply starts to run low, get more; from your 
doctor or pharmacy. This is very important because the amount of virus 
in your blood may increase if the medicine is stopped for even a short 
time.

• Do not take the following medicines with KALETRA because they can 
cause serious problems or death if taken with KALETRA. 
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• Do not take KALETRA with St. John’s wort (hypericum perforatum), an 
herbal product sold as a dietary supplement, or products containing St. 
John's wort Talk with your doctor if you are taking or planning to take 
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KALETRA and Lipitor® (atorvastatin); talk to your doctor before you take 
any of these cholesterol-reducing medicines with KALETRA. 

Medicines that require dosage adjustments: 

It is possible that your doctor may need to increase or decrease the dose 
of other medicines when you are also taking KALETRA. Remember to 
tell your doctor all medicines you are taking or plan to take. 

Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with KALETRA, talk to your doctor 
about problems these two medicines can cause when taken together. You 
may get increased side effects of VIAGRA, such as low blood pressure, 
vision changes, and penis erection lasting more than 4 hours. If an erection 
lasts longer than 4 hours, get medical help right away to avoid permanent 
damage to your penis. Your doctor can explain these symptoms to you. 

• If you are taking oral contraceptives ("the pill") to prevent pregnancy, 
you should use an additional or different type of contraception since 
KALETRA may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

• Efavirenz (Sustiva™) or nevirapine (Viramune®) may lower the 
amount of KALETRA in your blood. Your doctor may increase your 
dose of KALETRA if you are also taking efavirenz or nevirapine. 

• If you are taking Mycobutin® (rifabutin), your doctor will lower the 
dose of Mycobutin. 

• A change in therapy should be considered if you are taking 
KALETRA with: 

Phenobarbital 

Phenytoin (Dilantin®and others) 

Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These medicines may lower the amount of KALETRA in your blood and 
make it less effective. 

• Other Special Considerations: 

KALETRA oralsolution contains alcohol. Talk with your doctor if you 
are taking or planning to take metronidazole or disulfiram. Severe nau¬ 
sea and vomiting can occur. 

• If you are taking both didanosine (Videx®) and KALETRA: 

Didanosine (Videx®) should be taken one hour before or two hours 

after KALETRA. 

What are the possible side effects of KALETRA? 

• This list of side effects is not complete. If you have questions about side 
effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You should report any 
new or continuing symptoms to your doctor right away. Your doctor 
may be able to help you manage these side effects. 


• The most commonly reported side effects of moderate severity that are 
thought to be drug related are: abdominal pain, abnormal stools (bowel 
movements), diarrhea, feeling weak/tired, headache, and nausea. 
Children taking KALETRA may sometimes get a skin rash. 

• Blood tests in patients taking KALETRA may show possible liver prob¬ 
lems. People with liver disease such as Hepatitis B and Hepatitis C who 
take KALETRA may have worsening liver disease. Liver problems 
including death have occurred in patients taking KALETRA. In studies, 
it is unclear if KALETRA caused these liver problems because some 
patients had other illnesses or were taking other medicines. 

• Some patients taking KALETRA can develop serious problems with 
their pancreas (pancreatitis), which may cause death. You have a high¬ 
er chance of having pancreatitis if you have had it before. Tell your doc¬ 
tor if you have nausea, vomiting, or abdominal pain. These may be 
signs of pancreatitis. 

• Some patients have large increases in triglycerides and cholesterol. The 
long-term chance of getting complications such as heart attacks or 
stroke due to increases in triglycerides and cholesterol caused by pro¬ 
tease inhibitors is not known at this time. 

• Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) occur in patients taking 
protease inhibitors such as KALETRA. Some patients had diabetes before 
starting protease inhibitors, others did not Some patients need changes in 
their diabetes medicine.

• Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking antiretrovi¬ 
ral therapy.

What should I tell my doctor before taking KALETRA? 

• If you are pregnant or planning to become pregnant: The effects of 
KALETRA on pregnant women or their unborn babies are not known. 

• If you are breast-feeding: Do not breast-feed if you are taking KALETRA. 
You should not breast-feed if you have HIV. If you are a woman who has 
or will have a baby, talk with your doctor about the best way to feed your 
baby. You should be aware that if your baby does not already have HIV, 
there is a chance that HIV can be transmitted through breast-feeding. 

• Ifyou have liver problems: If you have liver problems or are infected with 
Hepatitis B or Hepatitis C, you should tell your doctor before taking

new or more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Tell your doctor if 
you have diabetes or an increase in thirst or frequent urination.

How do I store KALETRA? 

• Keep KALETRA and all other medicines out of the reach of children. 

• Refrigerated KALETRA capsules and oral solution remain stable until 
the expiration date printed on the label. If stored at room temperature 
up to 77°F (25°C), KALETRA capsules and oral solution should be 
used within 2 months. 

• Avoid exposure to excessive heat. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be 
sure that if you throw any medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 

General advice about prescription medicines: 

Talk to your doctor or other health care provider if you have any questions 
about this medicine or your condition.

Thomas Hampson brings new 
meaning to erotic domination. 

The fluid minimal settings and 
vaguely modern costumes never 
obscure the fast-paced staging. 
Even the chorus of witches — so 
hokey in some productions — ap¬ 
pears valid and frightening. 

Paoletta Marrocu enters the 
ranks of great Lady Macbeths with 
a portrayal that is uncommonly 
secure vocally, and utterly believ¬ 
able physically. We can almost feel 
a twinge of sympathy for her — 
the girl just can’t help it. 

Hampson’s tortured Macbeth 
is haunted and haunting. He looks 
terrific and has no trouble filling 
the Zurich auditorium with a 
steady stream of beautiful sound.

The resulting master¬ 
piece was Otello, and all it really 
requires is three of the best 
singing actors available and a daz¬ 
zling conductor. 

This misbegotten staging by Ju¬ 
rgen Flimm appears hell-bent on 
sinking Verdi’s intentions; it even 
takes place on a luxury liner. The 
titular hero is inexplicably white, 
and his Desdemona seems vaguely 
moronic. The movement of the 
chorus and supernumeraries is stiff 
and generally distracting. Only 
Daniel Barenboim’s thrilling con¬ 
trol of the orchestra and Valery 
Alexeev as Iago come anywhere 
near the greatness of the work. 

One can’t deny the striking im¬ 
agery of the imposing set; and the 
final scene with the whole stage 
ablaze, reflected in an onstage 
pool, is amazing. But where are 
the singers?

Director Jose Padilha 
was writer/producer of Charcoal 
People, a heartbreaking study of 
the conditions endured by an al¬ 
most feudal class of Brazil’s poor¬ 
est rural workers. He opens this 
documentary, which plays like a 
character-driven thriller, with a 
glorious helicopter-photographed 
tour of the breathtaking beauty of 
the coastal mountains of Rio de 
Janeiro.

Power Trip When I was 13 and 
my British father couldn’t pay the 
light bill, he used to string an ex¬ 
tension cord into the hallway and 
tap into the landlord’s electricity. 
In director Paul Devlin’s witty 
documentary Power Trip, an en¬ 
tire nation cheats on their juice 
just the way my dad did, and for 
the same reason, they’re broke. 
Say you’re a citizen of Georgia 
(the Georgia of Joseph Stalin, not 
Jimmy Carter) and you make $15 
a month, and the American- 
owned power company charges 
you $24 a month to keep electric¬ 
ity on. You do the math. 

Devlin, who started filming rap 
artists and slam poetry, answered 
a plea by a collegemate (the 
British-born Piers Lewis) to inves¬ 
tigate what life was like for the res¬ 
idents of a part of the former So¬ 
viet Union, the Georgian capital 
of Tbilisi, now that American- 
style capitalism had come to their 
town. The Georgia government 
sold the public powerworks to the 
Virginia-based AES Corp. It was 
the ponytailed Lewis’ job to con¬ 
vince Georgians to pay to keep 
their lights on, and to turn their 
lights off if they didn’t.
